Winnipeg, Feb. 12.--Eor some time 
the Induranco underwriters have been 
^working on a new survey of the city 
In ■ order , that p, new schedule may go

pletion ot.Uie test. of.,the . high presijuie 
,plant.; ,Tjie -present sphedule in use in 
,the pity is what Is hh'own.a3,the1^acl- 
.flc- Coast. schedule, and difCei-s in many 
roapects irom tho one in use In east- 
ern Canada. The object of the insur- 
ance men is tb bring about a greater 
uniformity in: the rates, and so tho 
eastern schedule -will be introduced 
into IVInnipeg, and cadually will re- 
place either schedules in all parts of 
the Dominion. Thus, i£ a man has 
buildings in Montreal, Toronto, Win- 
nipeg and Calgary, his rates will bo 
tho jamc, all other things being equal. 
Tho rates will vary only according to 
tho kinds of buildings,;. the; odoupancj', 
tho Are protection ', or ■ othei' 'similar 
items. 

An interesting situation is caused 
in Winnipeg because of the fact that 
tho change of schedule will go into ef- 
fect upon the acceptance by the city 
of 'the high pressure plant after tho 
three months' te^t has been completed. 
The fire department is enthusiastic 
about tlio new plant, and in confident 
that It will make a vast difference In 
regard to the ability to deal with dan- 
gerou.s blazes. On the oyicr hand,~ the 
change of schedule ma^^n some cases 
offset the tendency which this plant 
will have towards lowering the rates.

SEARCHING RUINS 
FOB VpMS: BODIES 

Sad Task for Workmen at lie 
Perrot — ^T.wo Are Not 



Vaudrcuil, Que., Feb. 13.— Until 
darkness settled ttovv.-. on lie Perrot 
tonight, from fifteen fo twenty em- 
ployees of the Standard' Explosive 
Works searched among the ruins of 
tho nitro-glycerino factory and in tho 
surrounding snow for the remains of 
their late fellow workmen, who lost 
their lives in Tuesday's explosion. The 
gruesome fruit of their work through- 
out tho day was tiie recovery of the 
reiuains of only two of the four vic- 
tims, whoso remains had not been 
identified aniong tliosc collected In the 
mortuary chamber on Tuesday night. 

The remains of Trepanicr and Ro- 
biUard have yet to bo discovered, and 
a thorough search . -will be recom- 
menced. During the ijay foiifp 'thourn- 
ful processions crossed the Ts'ridge 
from the. island to Vaudreull, as all 
that ebiild be recovered of the bodies 
of Arthur Legault, Joseph Rosen, 
Pierre Menard and David Dunberry 
were placed in separate caskets and 
borne across to their ^ homes in the 
village. The remains of Joseph Heri- 
pin were, .conveyed to the other side 
of lie Perrot, where he Hjred, and 
where ho will be buried. The villagers 
will tomorrow forenoon unite to at- 
tend,,,the separate funeral services of 
Arthur Legault, Joseph Rosen and 
Perre Menard, which will bo held in 
the Vaudreull parish church ai: tho 
hours of 8, 9 and 10 o'clock respec- 
tively. Father G'odin, the local parish 
priest, and Vicar Meloche will offici- 
ate, as.si.sted by Fatiicr Forbes, of St. 
Anne de Bellevue. 

■'.^"lille these .services wiil be attend- 
ed by tlie villagers in general they 
will be more or less of a private na- 
ture, tho general service being re- 
served until Tuesday morning. In this 
respect, Jesse Johnson, manager of 
tho explosive works, offered that the 
company should bear the expenses of 
a general Interment on Tuesday morn- 
ing of all the remains that had not 
been identified.

Washington, Feb. 12.— U. S. Senator 
J. B. Foraker tonight gave out a state- 
ment as to the result of the primary 
elections in Ohio on Tuesday, when 
tho Taft forces made practically a 
clean sweep in tho selection of dele- 
gates to tho coming Republican state 
convention. Senator Foraker said in 
part : "Nobody should be either sur- 
prised or misled by tho result of the 
primaries held in Ohia yesterday. It 
has been common knowledge for weeks 
that tho call for these primaries was of 
such a character that my friends 
throughout the state refused to parti- 
cipate. Consequently there was no op- 
position to the selection of Taft dele- 
gates. Under such circumstances ho 
would of course carry everything. 

"Referring to the state convention, 
it should bo borne in mind that it will 
be composed of representatives of only 
one faction of the party. Not because 
tho people havo so decided, but be- 
cause tho course of Mr. Taft's mana- 
gers was to bar everyone else out of 
participating." " -

Troy, N.Y., ,.2Felb.; '12;— Bx-Senator 
Braqke tt strongly ■ i criticized . Preslden t 
Roosevelt's administration in a speec^ 
tonight before; tho Eepublloan club of 
Renssalaer county, which observed 
Lincoln's birthday. Ex-Senator Brac- 
kett denounced the polioy of the execu- 
tive in unmeasured terms, and said the 
present panicky conditions were largely 
tho result of the attitude taken by the 
president.

Britain, Germany, Russia 
and Norway, the object of which is to 
guarantee tho « independence and in- 
tegrity of Norway, was made public 
today. It provides that Norway shall 
cede to no power any part 'of her ter- 
ritory, and tho signatories agree to re- 
cognize and respect the integrity of 
Norway and to act in concert in her 
support in the event of her being men- 
aced by any power. The life of the 
treaty is ten years, but it will remain 
in force for a second decade if it is not 
nullined within eight years of its in- 
auguration. Tiic wilhurawal of one 
of the parties does not mal^e it impos- 
sible for the others to renew the treaty.

WORKMEN BURNED 



Avalanche of Molten Steel From Bro- 
' ken Blast Furhaoe, Oveftake3 ' 
Several Men 



Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 12 — A dozen men 
were burned, two of them fatally, in a 
terrific explosion of molten steel at 
the Monongahela blast furnace of the 
National Tube company, Centre street, 
McKeesport, near here, early today. 

The huge steel-plated furnace, one 
iiundrcd feet in length, burst at the 
tap hole and fifty ton.^ of liquid metal 
dropped to the floor, accompanied by 
explosions as it spread and splasliecl 
over the heads and bodies of the work- 
men nearby. 

A slip in the furnace caused hun- 
dreds of tons of iron ore, coke and 
limestone to drop to tho bottom, forc- 
ing the heavy steel i)lates apart. The 
men ran, but tho metal splashed into 
the air when it -struck the cold floor, 
and the detonations broke all tho win- 
dows in the plant for a radius of two 
squares, causing intense excitement In 
the town.

LEGISLATURE HAS 

UNEVENTFUL DAY 



Principal Feature is, IVIr. Ross' 
Speecli Supportirig'-Rail- , 
way Application 



Yesterday was an uneventful one In 
the legislature, being devoted almost 
entirely to routine buslnesK. The only 
lengthy .■■ipeech of the day was that of 
W. R. Ros.s (Fernle) In support of the 
Eastern British Columbia ICallway bill. 

Tho Hpeaker took the chair at 2:30 
o'clock. 

Prayer.s by Rev. Joseph McCoy. 
Report Is Adopted. 

The report on the bill to incorporate 
the Hudson Bay Pacific Railway com- 
pany was aaopt^di f^Sid, Iti Will prob- 
ably be read the thWrtlme' thls after- 
noon. , ■ . . ' .■ 

Oominioh Trust Company. 

Dr. McGul're, Vancouver, moved the 
second reading of the bill to Incorpor- 
ate the Dominion Trust company, and 
briefly explained \ta provisions, shovv- 
Ins the unquestionable stability and 
the great extent of the resources of 
the company. 

A bond for .$50,000, renewable every 
two year.s, will be deposited with the 
minister of Ilnance, and .so soon us tlie 
lieutenant-governor in council is sat- 
islied that the subscribed capital and 
reserve fund amounts to .$300,000, the 
bin will be brought Into force by 
proclamation. 

The bill was read the second time: 

Eastern British Columbia Railway. 

Mr. Rosa (Fernle) moved the second 
reading Of the hill t6 Incorporate the 
Eastern British Columbia Railway 
company. 

Ho observed, In regard to the con- 
ditions existing in that section of the 
country which he had the honor to 
represent In this house, that it might 
be said in a general way that the 
Crow's Nest coal measures began at 
about Morrlsay, on the Crow's Nest 
branch of the C. P. R., and extended 
about '10 iiiile.s up Elk river to the 
western boundary of the coal seams, 
which lay anywhere from three to live 
miles from the lino throughout the 
whole distance. After passing through 
Fernie, the road continued to the 
mouth of Michel creek, which it fol- 
lowed to the summit of the Rocky 
mountains. The charter hi question 
was sought for the purpose of build- 
ing a railway from the summit south- 
ei-ly by the .south waters of Michel 
creek, giving easy a:ccess to this por- 
tion of the coal measures on the east- 
ern side of the deposit. These meas- 
ures were both very extensive and 
very important, lying along the whole 
length of the proposed line, and it was 
a matter of great moment that tliese 
railway facilities . should .Be provided 
at an early day. 

The promoters of the , enterprise 
were D.- iC; Corbin, J. O. Sherwood, 
A. T.^Hewlck and J. A. Harvey. Mr. 
Corbin was and.' had been for some 
conslderable:jUmf,'.the gwjior of some 
17 square miles of coalalands In the 
vicinity, and according-, to his infor- 
mation, had up to the present time ex- 
ponded in this connection $116,000; 
\Vhile in addition he had paid to the 
government to complete his title to the 
crown grants, etc., .$60,000, making a 
total of ?n5,000 up to date. 

It sould be remembered by members 
of the legislature tliat last year a 
similar application was made by the 
same parties, but tlie railway commit- 
tee had not seen fit to report in its 
favor. But 1;« was cert.ain that if 
this charter liad then been granted 
at least a portion of this road would' 
now be In actual or)eratlon; wliile, in 
arulitlon, apart from the very coii.sid- 
orable development of tlie coal meas- 
ures which must in consequence have 
resulted, a targe number of men would 
have been given employment during 
the last twelve months, and this coal 
would have been placed on the mar- 
ket. (Iloar, hear.) 

The jiromoters asked for nothing 
more than power to build this railway 
for the development of their own in- 
dustrial interests, and he submitted 
that this was eminently proper legis- 
lation, and in coniVilete conformity 
with the policy which hud been advo- 
cated by the government during the 
present session, of encouraging by every 
means within their power actual rail- 
way construction. (Hear hear.) This 
policy surely apiiliod to every section 
of tile province and he submitted 
vvtlh all deference that 11 should be 
rmado to apply in l'"'eriiie the .section 
wliich he ropresenteii in this house. 
(Hear, hear.) Some opposition had 
been shown to iha iirissage of the bill 
through the conirniitec, for they could 
not shut their eyes to the fact that 
a very strong fight had been already 
made for lite purpose of blockin.sr 
this legislation. Ncverlholess, he 
presunud tliat every incmlier nC the 
liouso would, as he did, eonsidcr the 
matter nn its merits niid would keep 
steadily in view not the p(>r.'5oiinel of 
the parlies ongagi.ul in this contest, 
but purely (he general interests of 
the whole province, .nntw-ithstanding 
the strong lobby that had been or- 
ganir.ed. (Hoar, hqar.) 

Question of Old Charter. 
It would probably be argued in the 
house as it had been argued before 
tlio committee, that because, in the 
year 1895, the house had granted to 
the .Southeast Kootenay Railway com- 
pany a charter to build a line over 
practically the same ground, the 
bands of the legislature were tied 
and no one else who wished to de- 
\-elope that section of the country 
was entitled lo a charter. But ho 
maintained that the general policy 
Ihitt liad been favored by this legishi- 
ture, as well ;ik l>y the laws of the 
province, had been and still was in 
the direction of free trade in the mat- 
ter of railway construct ion. (Hear, 
hear.) Which meant that .any person 
or persons who came to the liouse and 
advanced sound reasons In supnin't of 
their application should be given llie 
right to build these roads, and the 
simple fact that a charter had been 
granted did not necessarily meati 
tliat practically a monopoly had in 
thhs respect been conferred, absolute- 
ly precluding any one else from ob- 
taining tlie right to lay rails in the 
same territory. For It was a matter 
of very great importance, if the house 
should affirm the principle that sim- 
ply because a charter had been grant- 
ed lu any particular section nn other 
charter for any reason whatever, as 
affecting the same territory, be al- 
lowed to pass through the liouse. 
(Hear, hoar.) And ho contended, and 
very strongly, that In the past this 
had not boen the policy of this par- 
liament. 

As a matter of fact. In hls^own rid- 
ing and within a very few miles nC this 
Pfopoaod / lino, . the British CoIuml,«!a 



a .'bharter/vtobtalnedi'«from%';<this. chouse," 
built a railroad, while' In ^lS01- :anoHier 
company had secured , from the «leglsr- 
laturo the privilege of . constructing, i a; 
road which tor 40 miles paralleled the 
Hritish Columbia Southern; and that 
part or the line was now practically 
completed, and under the control of 
the Great Northern. 

Now, two charters had been granted 
for that particular section of territory; 
and, he submitted, that if this house 
adopted the .policy, ;'o£' oreaiihg or/ re- 
cognizing n'^Onopol^s^' or prescriptive 
rights- — • , ■ '- ' 

Mr. Hawthorhthv/ftlte: Or trusts? • 
Free Trade in .Rnilways 

Mr. Ross: Or trusts, in respect to 
matters of sucli pressing and obvious 
Importance, a very serious condition of 
affairs Indeed must result. (Hear, 
hear.) /iV;;..-,.;!;'"", ^z-'. 

But ::lit ^{thls" polloy^^ be pur- 

sued. It should be placed plainly on the 
statute booUi'; ■ So far jwhat vvas practi- 
cally a 'mionopoly had been conferred 
on the Sontli Eastern Kootenay Rail- 
way company; although It seemed to 
him perfectly clear that if pi"oper con- 
sideration was given to the general 
interests of the country, the great prin- 
ciple of absolute free-trade in the mat- 
ter of railway construction must not 
only be recognized, but faithfully ob- 
served in jiractlce, ensuring in this 
manner the utmost po.ssible railway 
mileage for the province. (Hear, 
hear.) 

And further, if the principle of 
monopoly were permitted to rule, they 
should, if consistent, prevent the build- 
ing of any .more lines in the province. 
(Hear, hea^.) 

He did not, however, think that this 
would be the policy of the house; and 
believed that this bill would be made 
effective. (Hear, hoar.) 

The railway corrimittee, which iiad 
considered the bill very carefully, had 
provided that within three months the 
company' must deposit $26,000 In cash 
or in securities, with the minister of 
agriculture, us a guarantee that at 
least 12 miles must be constructed 
witliin one year; witli the penalty for 
nonfulfilment of both forfeiture of 
money and of charter. (Hear, hear.)

INTERFERES WITH 
ELECTRIC SERVICE 

Company Is After. Marksmen 
Who Amuse Themselves by 
.Breaking Insulators 



The B. C. Electric Railway Com- 
pany have been having considerable 
trouble recently with their transmis- 
sion line between Victoria and Gold- 
stream, owing to the practice of al- 
leged sportsmen and small boys break- 
ing the. Insulators supporting the wires 
through shooting at them. The break- 
ing of these Insulators allows the 
wires to ,come in contact with the 
supporting 'poles with the result that 
short circuits are formed, interfering 
with the .service, besides being a 
source of great danger , r to' the , men 
employed by ' .the company ' ' as tho 
Wires carry a current of, 20,000 volts. 

Last Saturday two '.Boys were caught 
red-handed In the act of breaking in- 
sulators by shooting at them. An in- 
spector was on ills way to the city 
from Coldstream, examining the line, 
which he found to be all right as far 
as the Four-Mllo house. There he 
'was informed by an E. & N. track- 
man, who overtook him, that two 
boy.s were tlien engaging in shooting 
at the insulators. Thereupon he 
started back and caught the iads In 
the act. An, examination of tho line i 
which he had Just prevlou.sly found In 
good condition showed eleven broken 
insulators. Owing to the extreme 
youth of tho boys the company did 
not prosecute tl)ein. A. T. Goward, 
local manager ot the company, stales, 
however, that future offenders will not! 
escape, as tho situation has reached 
a stage where some decided action is 
necessary, not only in tho company's 
Interests, but also in that of the pub- 
lic. The law provides a fine ot $100 
for any one found guilty ot Tjreaklng 
Insulators of electric lines. ' ' ' 

The sequel , of the breaking of tho 
Insulators by the two' hoys last 
Saturday was felt In Victoria the fol- 
lowing morning,' when the company 
wag > not able to . commence operation 
of the cars until men sent out from 
tho city had completed repairs, which 
they did about 10.15 a. m. In the 
meantime the service was completely 
tied up. This is liable to happen at 
any time If the practice of breaking 
the Insulators Is allowed to. continue.

I am glad to see on the platform :Mr. 
Hawthorhthwalto; although it is true 
lie iiolds many views with which 1 
do not agreo. As a Socialist for in- 
stance I disagree with him entirely in 
respect to questions of that kind, with 
tlic exception of one or two who retired 
from public life for tho same reason 
I did, lack of the necessary voles, 
(LauKhterj, I could pick in the former 
legislature, that sat in this province 
about £iB complete a bunch of liar.s 
as can be found in any part of the 
world. (Applause and latiglitcr). 

In a somewhat long and varied career 
In Canada during which I have re- 
ceived some blows and some praise, 
nothing remains v. lth mo more sti'ongl.N' 
in the direction of satisfaetlon, ilian 
the fact that in l<)0O, when I wa.s :i 
candidate both in Vancouver and in 
Victoria, between which cities there is 
always more or less of rivalry, I camo 
within vor.v few votes of being elected 
in what has uUvay;; been to' mo the 
delightful city of Victoria. 

But now to the riue.stlon at issue, 
and the two governments. The gov- 
ernment in ])owor in 33ritish Columbia 
Is Consorvutve, and I am a Liberal, 
and for certain rctisons that p'crliaps 
I have not time to explain tonight, 
I voted for them at the' la.st election. 
And consetiuenlly I foel that I am 
quite at liberty to deal with tliem, 

Then, there is the p.irty In power 
at Ottawa. It is Liberal, the party 
to wlvlch I have always belonged; but 
I will deal with both, governnifrits Im- 
partially. I regret th;-*^ Hon. :,Ir. .\Ic- 
Brldc Is not here. It he wore I would say 
to ills face what pcrhaijs he would 
not altogctlicr like. And It Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, the leader of the party 
wlilch I have always supported, were 
hero I would say btsfore him some 
tilings that he might think I should 
not say. 

I tliink there Is only, one way In 
which to approacli tills question, and 
that is to get away from provincial 
politics altogether, and. loolc at what 
Is best to be done in the interest, not 
only of British Coliunbla, but of Can- 
ada at large. (Hear, hear.) 

Local Situation. 

I will take the local situation first. 
Since niy speech In Vancouver a good 
deal has occurred. We have had the 
spectacle of the Natal act, passed time 
and time again in tho legls/ature here, 
and being s-Iniply played with. In all 
my actual experience and In all iny 
reading of political history I have 
never known a great question whieh 
Hon. Mr. McBride admits iu ills letter 
is one of the most important before 
us, made such a plaything of as the 
enactment wliicli failed to receive the 
lieutenant-governor's a.sKOiit last ses- 
sion. 

The facts are substantially not dis- 
puted. Hon. Sir. Mciiride left here 
for London on the "lielter Terms" 
business some time before tho session 
was over. Ho had neglected as the 
premier of the government to intro- 
duce the Natal act as a government 
measure, as he should liave done, and 
tliat lias been apologized for.- 

For Hon. Mi', Bowser lias slated 
tliat while lie introduced it, it was be- 
cause Hon. Mr. JIoBrido had to leave, 
a delicate intimation that no one else 
in the circumstances could do it ex- 
cept himself. And I suppose that Is 
tiie reason he has been taken Into the 
government since. 

Now, Mr. McBrldo goes to Ottawa, 
and In a conversation with Hon; 'W. 
Scott, the secretary of state, Informs 
him: "You need not worry at all 
about the Natal Act. The Lieuten- 
ant-Governor la not going to give ills 
assent to it." 

Now, I siiy that is an insult to 
every elector in this province, 
question of tliat kind. Tlie only 
in which we could dial wiih' tills 
question was to pa.ss the Natal Act, 
iuid yet Hon. Mr. McBrlde deliberately 
allowed the house to go through that 
farce for the second or third time, 
knowing all the time that the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor would not assent to 
it. 

Question of Responsibilit/ 

1 would lilie to make myself clear in 
regard to the responsibility for this 
step. I do not propose tonight to at 
tack Mv. Diaismuir, the Lieutenant 
Governor, and for thl.s reason, I con 
slder that above and Ijeyoiul the qiies 
tioii of the exclusion of the A.«IaticK 
there is ii more important principle 
involved, the question of responsible 
government. Ami unless wc have re- 
sponsible governnnnit we are lost. If 
it be true, as staled by Ilori. Pilr. Ale- 
Llrlde, tluit tlie Lieulenant-Guvernor 
has anything to .'^ay as a Dtiminlon 
otlicer, and anylliiiig to do with his 
actions in his capacity a.s Lieutenant- 
Governor, then the rebellion led by 
Sir William Lyon .Alaekenzie, and in 
which Papineau took sucii an aelive 
part in Quebec, leading to the sending 
out of Lord Durham, and to his groat 
report, upon Which responsible gov- 
(M-nnienl was founded In Canada, and 
on which It has continued since, has 
been all a. farce. 

You understand "What it is; that the 
people rulej thiit- no officer — ^Dominion 
or otherwlse^haye . a .word to say In 
regard to tlie doings of the legislature 
except the dUly accredited representa- 
tives of the people. (Applau.se.) There- 
Core, I am not hero to attack Mr. Duns- 
inulr. We assume and must a.ssume, 
unless; wo are practically living In 
Russia' as a czar, tliat he did not re- 
fuse his assent without first consult- 
ing as he was bound to consult,: the: 
premier, Hon. Richard JVIoBtlde: (HOar, 
hear.) 

But when that po,;i('.on is put up to 
Mr McBrlde what does he say'.' He 
says tlie lieutenant-governor did it 
because lie was an officer of the Do- 
minion government. Then there waw 
but one thing for him to do 11 he un- 
derstood the principles of rcspomsiblo 
j'overnniciit. He should htwe declared; 
"We do not want such an officer, and 
if call pn xny friends and supporters 



to rId'B you out of the country on' a 
rail." For .the .whole principle of re- 
sponsible government is that tho kinij 
has nothing to do. In law the king 
cannot do anytnhig. Ho only does 
what he is told' to do by the prime 
minister for the time being. (Ap- 
plause.) There is not ah instance on 
I'ecord of King Edward not following 
Ills minister's advise and not dismiss- 
ing them, for 1 admit that he can al- 
ways do that. But he must then get 
another public man to accept tlie re- 
sponsibility and the people In the end 
mu.'jt decide tho question. 

But the lleutcnajU-trovernor cannot 
say; "1 will not do this, and I will not 
do that; but you can remain In power." 
(3lad of the Circumstances. 
What. would tho people of England 
do In such circumstances? Wliy, there 
would bt;, a rebellion, with sucli tre- 
mendous consequences as all iiistory 
does not record an Instance. We have 
as much right to attack King Edward 
in England or Lord Grey at Ottawa. 
If Lord Grey takes .inch a stand be 
must take it at the instance of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, or of Mr. Borden; and 
allow the people of Canada to decide 
whotlxf'r he wtis right or wrong. 

I am frankly glad tlie circumatances 
are siieli that'l am not called upon to 
altnek a man who has no opportunity 
to answer. But .Mr. McBrldo can 
aiii-.wi.'r; and Sir Wilfrid Laurier can 
answer. But James Dunsmuir cannot 
answer back. 

His answer really is; "I did not do It, 
I was told to do it; and I ha'vo tlic 
man right here who stands for It, at- 
tack him." (Ai)plaiisc). 

Then there is tho extraordinary deci- 
sion of the speaker on Mr. Ilawthorn- 
tliwallc's motion tinding fault with the 
lieutenant-governor. Could any one 
coneur Willi what he said: you cannot 
dl.scuss the conduct of the lieutenant- 
governor because under rule 15 you 
must not speak disrespectfully of the 
rejn-esentative of the crown. AVhy, I 
never heard such ridiculous language 
used In such a case. 

Differs With Both. 
I am here differing with Mr. Mc- 
Brlde and with Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 
And the fact that I condemn their 
public aelions is not a thing at all 
ili.sresiK'ctful. That Is my right. 

They are bound to defend their po- 
sition, and 1 have the right to attack 
them, and for the sjicaker to say "you 
have not the right to do this" was 
most absurd. 

A very recent precedent occurred at 
Ottawa, when the Liberals came into 
power Juno 20, 1896, and one of the 
lirst things that Sir Charles Tupper 
did in the session • in August was to 
call In question*. the right, of Lord 
Aberdeen .to refuse Ma. accent to an 
order-ln-counoll appointing 200 or 300 
Tory heelers to oHlqe,- settling scores 
with his supporters throughout Can- 
ada. . . J, , ., 

Lord Aberdeen said "I will not do 
it," and he had behind' him a man — 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier — Who took the re- 
sponsibility and the ■ majority of the 
people of Canada. ■ ' 

But no one' then, stigrgested that the 
action of the ■ govethor-general should 
not be discussed oh that motion; and 
if he had ho \vouid hav^'been laughed 
at. . . ' .- 

It was treated in the house of com- 
mons as a proper' question' for dis- 
cussion, but the leiullng members of 
this legislature did not Itnow onOiigh 
to see' that, and' Mr.-,Bberts gets up 
and makes this ridiculous' decision.' 

There Is no question in tho world 
but that If Mr. Mctirldo had not known 
what Mr. Dunsmuir was going to do, 
he was responsUjlo for it. But he did 
knovv ami ycl. he allowed tlie whole 
farce to be carried out. 

Mr. JIcBrlde simplj' .sa^•s, it Is . all 
very well to talk about responsible 
government and that sort of nonsen.se, 
but it toolf me a lot of trouble to get 
here, and I am going to slay right 
here, until I am kicked out; and I hope 
>'ou will not hesitate to do so, added 
Mr. Martin. 

Mr. McBride's Good Points. 
But that is quite correct. Tho Con- 
servative party had a terrible time 
getting in. And how did Mr. iMi;Erido 
gel into power'.' Simply on account of 
tho iictlou, not of the Conservative 
party, but of William Teniploraan, of 
the Tune.s newsiKqier, and a number of 
leading Liberals who insisted on put- 
ting Mr. McBrldo forward, and saying 
with one accord, "McBrldo Is ■'.:he 
greatesl man that ever lived." But 
Jlr. Mcl3ri(Ie has good point.5, and I 
will say this for lilni, that there is not 
a ijetter electioneerer in tills province. 
(Applause and laughter.) And so, Mr. 
Teiiipleman thought that he was a 
tietter man than my humble -self. (Ap- 
plause and laughter.) It Is his duty 
as a member of tho house, and ad a 
niemher of the government, to deal In 
a clear and straightforward manner 
vvitli the public questions that come 
before him from time to time. But he 
does not know what a public question 
Is. (A voice: "Talk sense.") 

By a great accident and by the ur,- 
Cortunate conduct of Mr. Templeman 
and others, he struck a good thing, and 
he knows enough to hang onto It. 
(Laughter.) 

I have always taken the view that 
In the exclusion and the total exclu- 
sion of Asiatics, can sWety only bo 
found for Canada. 

Brings Him to Ottawa, 
But what has Mr. McBrlde done in 
that direction Absolutely nothing. 
And this brings me to Dominion mat- 
ters. If Mr. McBrlde had been hero 
I would have made my language a 
good deal stronger. 

Wliiis 1 luive not hesitated to con- 
demn iny political opponent, I liave 
now to condemn my friends at Ottawa 
who are more important, Jjeoauso they 
have slrongiu- powers. The most the 
local govornnmnt can do Is to pm- 
te.st and tiglil, but can the man be in 
e;irnest wlio said to Mr. Scott at Ot- 
tawa, "Do not worry about that bill"? 

No'.v, since 1 spoke at Vancouver, 
a good deal has .occurred at Ottawa. 
And Mr. Lemleux has been sent aa a 
jilenipotenthiry to see what he could 
do With the government of Japan , 
which was "^largely/ tirought about by 
the riots at Vancouveri caused by the 
arrival of a steamer wltli 1,200 .lapa- 
nese. X have read Mr. Lemieux's 
spepoh made after his return from 
Japan. He"- is' new 'to nie in polities, 
but I have read -,1118 speech carefully, 
and I have no hesitation at all in sa\ 
ing that he Jias- shown himself by his 
action ag plenipotentiary^ and byi his 
sneech In the house.to be a real states- 
mi: n. But he came to a certain con- 
clusion, antj with that conclusion I 
entirely disagree. You will find the 
facts stated at Ottawa without the 
slightest tinge of shading or .evasion. 
Mr. Lemieux's Views 
Mr. Lemieux states the facts frankly 
and fairly, ljut his decision is entirely 
wrong. Ho is thoroughly impressed 
Willi the serious importance of , this 
question, and plainly sayrf' So. A great 
many people in the oast think that this 
1.^ purely a labor question, duo to a 
tendency to lower . .wa^eB,' but that is 
only a' smaU part of: the' Question.

I would like to find anywhere a 
bettor expression of the feelings we 
have hero on this subject. That shows 
that he is a statesman, who has stu- 
died the question, and thoroughly un-,' 
derstands It. And he gives us the 
facts without a tinge of partlzanship 
and u|) to date as far as the Dominion 
government is concerned. And I am 
hero and I am here to state that if 
thhs extreme spirit of partlzanship is 
allowed to prevail responsible govern- 
ment is going to be smashedvlnto inll-^ 
■ifons of plecei;- ;" * ' 

Canadian-Japanese Treaty 
Ho also points out that a tretity was 
entered into between .lapan and Ibc 
Imperial government wif.i a clause 
providing that it should not extend to 
the colonies, but that any colony 
might adopt it as a whole or In part 
bv striking out the immigration 
clauses. Further, that Itt 19,05 the 
present Dominion governnaieftt had this 
question before them. It. WaS first 
ijroposed to strike out the immigpration 
clauses, and the .order In council was 
drafted. But before the final step was 
taken Mr. Nosso, .a man of great abil- 
ity, remonstrated and said he was au- 
thorized by his government to state 
that if It was adopted In Its entirety 
only four Japanese from each prov- 
ince would be permitted to come to 
Canada. Tho treaty was then accepted 
in full, and in 1907 after all this had 
been explained was unanimously 
adopted In the House <?f Commons ,<it 
Ottawa. What next happened'.' Tho 
.Tap.anese government went right 
straight bade on their own promise. 
Then the floodgates were oi)Cncd, and 
while In 11105 and 190G only a couple 
of hundred came, in 1907, 7,000 came. 
Tlie riots followed, and Lemleux Is 
sent to Japan. 

Where He Differs 
Now, here is where wc differ. It 
may be that up to that point there 
was some Justification for their course. 
I am ao strong an excluslonist that I 
would not have done it myself. I 
would liave said. Keep out, and I 
;vould sav so from the start. (Hoar, 
boar.) Here is where I depart from 
Ihut government. 1 cannot follow him 
wliep he accepts tho only excuse of- 
fered by the Japanese, and it is slmp- 
Iv this, vour own people asked for 
t'hern. 'riio government knew all the 
time aboct these things. The C. P. 
R and Mi- Dunsmuir in his private 
capacity have always been very open 
about it, that it would be a great 
thing foi Brifish Columbia to have 
these Orientals '-ome in. But it is a 
miserable excuso, Did you ever hcar 
of such a thing; At one tunc the C. 
p R. was the gove.-nnient, but it I.s 
not so now. (Laugh£<a'.) And just 
because Jlr. Dunsmuir, a private in- 
divld'ial, and a private . .oorporation. 
wanted cheap labor, this U accepted 
as an excuse for the breaking "f their 
solemn contr.act. , 

I say it is ridiculous. And thefo Is 
„niv one thing to be done to protect 
(iiemselves, .to give the six months 
notice denounce the treaty, and gel 
rid of it. (Hear, hear.) 

This Remarkable Letter 
Now let me read this ■ remark.ible, 
this wonderful letter, which Mi. 
Templeman Ihinks, and Lib.u'als gen- 
era y 4v, settles this whole ques on, 
lighter.)

Send Exolusionists to Ottawa. 
The present nilnislry is about on its 
I'lSt legs asd 1 would like la say tlii.s, 
both with regard to Mr. McBride's and 
Sir Wilfrid Laui'ler's govcrnmonts, but 



I am sorry to say that they look to be 
pretty well installed in power, with a 
majority prepared to follow them and 
,sce them through. 

But the majority of the people of 
Britisll Columbia voted for Mr. Mc- 
Brlde; and I am sorry to say I did 
myself, (laughter), as well as for tho 
Liberal government In sending seven 
members to Ottawa. And when tho 
general elections come along, if Brit- 
ish Columbia does not tlirow Mr. Mc- 
Brlde out of olllce, and -send down to 
Ottawa seven members against Slit 
Wilfrid Laurier, let ■ me never heai^ 
anything more about this question, or, 
hear a man in British Columbia talk 
about tho exclusion of the AsiaticB.' 
(Applause.) 

Baron H*yashi's Undertaklna. 
Sir "Wilfrid Laurier says If we do 
anything we will lose our trade with 
them, but this only applies at most to 
a few Eastern manufacturers who al- 
rc.idy have a trcinehdous cinch on the 
people of Canada, and are extracting 
such enormous profits that they ;ire 
rapidly becoming millionaire.". (Hear, 
liear.) 

After concluding tho lengthy letter 
of Baron Hayashl — now, there is tlie 
whole blessed thing, and can any one 
promise or pledge of any kind draw 
from it. He merely says we are go- 
ing to consider our own rights and 
the dignity of our own state, and if wo 
then feel like it we will consider yours. 

And yet the Liberals say that vset- 
tlcrs the whole question (laughter.), 
and unless an avalanche or millions of 
them perhaps come why we cannot 
further consider the matter. (Laugh- 
ter.) And when the Dominion govern- 
ment is weak enough to hand over the 
jurisdiction on this question to the 
Japanese government thousands of 
miles away from them it convinces me 
more than ever that we are being de- 
ceived, and that the real reason is not 
disclosed. The Ottawa government 
has given ail kinds of excuses on this 
question, and we have the great exj 
cuse, we must consider Imperial Inter- 
ests, against that we have the, despatch 
of the Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain 
asking tlie .Dominion'jtpyernment to 
pass the Natil act; and If they were 
honest about Imperial interests w.iy 
did they not do that very tiling which 
they wore requested by tin* British 
government to do. (Hear, hear.) I do 
not wish to be misunderstood. I claim 
to bo as loynl a.s any man In the Brit- 
ish Dominions, and 1 admit that waen 
tlie necessity really arises Imperial in- 
terests must be superior. (Hear, hear.) 
But at tho same time the Imperial par- 
liament has given us local antonomy. 
In Canada's Interest. 

We have a government in Canada, 
and we are expected to govern i::ap.- 
ada, not In the Interest of the Km- 
pire, but in the interest of Canada. 
(Applause). All this convinces me 
that all this talk about Imperial in- 
terests is pure poppy-cock.

THE IRRIGATION REPORT. 

The report submitted to the legis- 
lature by Mr. Fulton, Chief Commls- 
sioner^^bf La^jdS' and . Works, on Irri- 
gation;'-- Is made'up' prlhcIpaUy of the 
conclusions and recommendations of 
Professor Louis G. Carpenter, of 
I'^ort Collins, Colorado, one of the best 
author.itle|i*;gn IrrJ^atioh ..in America. 
It is aiv abio presentatiqh of an Im- 
liortant subject. The details ,rlth 
which j\Xr. Carpenter deals cannot be 
presented any more succinctly than 
he sets thejtn .forth/ find we shall only 
speak of sOtn^ of,, his. general conclu- 
sions. He', toils'-.u's that "British Co- 
luni^la isV destined to be an extensive 
area of irrigated land of high price, 
which will be divided into small hold- 
ings and thus maintain a largo popu- 
lation." This Is a very promising out- 
look and justifies the inauguration of 
an irrigation policy on a ver.v com- 
l)rehenslve scale. He tells us that 
"undoubtedly all tlio valley-s and the 
benches at an elevation of less than 
2,000 feet may bo tuVned into produc- 
tive land of high value; certainly if 
water can be obtained," and he is 
of the opinion that it can be. He 
estimates that several hundred thou- 
sand acres in southern British Co- 
lumbia can be utilized In a short time, 
and he expresses his surprise at tlie 
character of the crops that can be 
.■successfully grown in this province. 

Professor Carpenter says that the 
physical conformation of the country 
prevents the utilization of the larger 
rivers to any considerable extent, and 
hence we must depend for water upon 
the smaller tributary streams. It 
will also, for the same reason, be im- 
possible to construct any system of 
large canals. We must therefofro 
contemplate the erection of reservoirs. 
Tho question of proprietary rights 
arising out of water records will pre- 
sent some difficulty, but Mr. Car- 
penter thinks not as much as arose 
in Colorado.. He poiiits out that dur- 
ingj the year thet-e is ample water 
in the streams for all purposes, but 
most of it runs away when it . is not 
wajntcd. Therefore he thinks that 
the most important question to be 
considered';.- is .that of st.orage. He 
suggests that the province requires a 
special office charged with the ad- 
ministration of water, and ho thinks 
the officer in charge o^it should be 
invested with large powers. He dis- 
cusses whether water should be re- 
garded as appurtenant to land, or if 
the owner of a Water right ought to 
be at liberty to sever it from the land 
and transfer it to another tract. He 
says that formerly he was opposed 
to the right of transfer,, but lately 
has - reached the conclusion that it 
might be permitted, wlhin certain re- 
strictions. On the whole, he approves 
of British Columbia's law on the sub- 
ject of water rights. We qaote the 
closing paragraphs of his report: 

In closing, the province should be 
congratulated upon tho great natural 
resources. While they are evidently 
gi-eat in many lines, there is no ques- 
tion of their greatness in tlie lines of 
agriculture and fruit raising, and tliat 
this greatness and tho difficulties 
of tho future will be materially af- 
fected by the wisdom of the legisla- 
tion of this and succeeding parlia- 
ments. 

It is the evidence of history that a 
couutr.\- once irrigated always con- 
tinues to irrigate and the practice 
extends; it is the -support 6f dense 
populations; it Is the principal wealth 
of a prosperous and contented com- 
munity, and though governments rise 
and fall, even though civilization per- 
isli or change, that small and appar- 
ently Qiihemeral stru.cthre of irriga- 
tion persists and remains throughout 
all the changes.

A great deal . of thi.i 
timber is inaccessible at present, and 
much of it vvould not bo esteemed very 
highly from'^aNCj)mmerclal- . point of 
view, but lie, w6ul&*:De''a" who 
would say that within half a century 
the forests, which occu'r even in the 
Barren Lands, will not be, utilized. 

Canada ought:vto:-.be;;,Ay;ttrned;in tline 
against the needless 'destruction of 
her forest wealth. Hitherto we have 
to all intents and purpo.ses had nc^^ 
policy as' to the cutting of lumber. A 
man secured ; a. • tlmber.5;liihlt, accord Ing 
to the law of tlie particular province 
in which he operated, and then set out 
to out av/ay the growth .lust as he 
liked. If it suited his purpose to take 
only the largo trees, h^-dld 89,i,.atld- In 
the process destroyed' an unliinited 
amount of smaller growth. He left 
the branches and tops in the woods to 
dry and become a prolific source of 
danger to the standing forest for 
miles around. He was responsible to 
no one as to how he dealt with the 
forest in which he had- a temporary 
interest. His object was to get as 
much money out of his limit as possi- 
ble, ahd this was all he cared about. 
We do not know that things are much 
better anywhere now, in spite of all 
that has been said about tlio ncce.sslty 
of i)reserving our forest wealth, yet it 
was just this policy that led to the 
rapid exhaustion of the "inexhausti- 
ble" forests of the United States, 

What are we going to do about It? 
It seems evident that we must look to 
others than lumbermen for guidance 
in this matter.' They are too much 
concerned In immediate results to bo 
able to take an unprejudiced view of 
the effect of their work tipon future 
buslnesi. Their interests call for con- 
sideration and it would be folly to at- 
tempt to carry out any plan which 
would unduly antagonize these, but the 
future of Canada's position as the 
world's greatest supjjlier or timber 
ouglit not to bo lost sight of. Every 
effort ought to be made to prevent a 
rejjetltion in Canada of what has taken 
place In the United States and has to 
a certain extent happened in many 
parts of our own country. There are 
in eastern Canada hundreds and thou- 
sands of pirie logs that have lain so 
long prostrate that other trees have 
grown over them. They were good 
looking trees at one time, but when 
they had been felled, sonic defect was 
disclosed, which rendered them unfit 
for flrst-clasa timber, and they have 
lain on the ground ever since. In many 
places such logs have been removed, 
but in others they lie where they fell, 
covered with nio.ss, but sound enough 
a^ few inches below the surface. This 
wastefulness Is probably going on to- 
ddy In ^lundre^s of 'pl'aceW.' The ' dp- 
struc'tion of young growth is as bad a,-; 
ever, and of course fires get in their 
work every year, Canada needs a 
policy not only, of reforestation, but 
bf forest protection.

This is the easiest of all Maritime provinces, tjie pine wotfds of 
the Ottawa river system and tho great 
trees of British Columbia naturally In- 
cline lumbei-men lo look wltli some- 
thing akin ♦o contempt upon other 
growtii. But the time is not very far 
distant when trees that are now very 
little esteemed will be recognized as 
of value. It is yald" that the forest 
supply of the United States will bo 
e.\l!,austed in thirty-five year£. This 
is the estimate of the Department of 
Agriculture of that ■ country, and no 
matter how energetic a policy of re- 
forestation may be carried on. In that 
length of time not much can be ac- 
complished in the way of providing a 
new supply. It Is jrenerally. under- 
stood that in thirty years an eastern 
sprues tree will attain .sufiicient size 
to bo commercially valuable. Canada 
possesses a vast forest area. It ex- 
tend.s from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
and, where It crosses the prairies, from 
the valley of the North Saskatchewan 
to' the Arctic Circle. Of course, this 
description is only a general one. 
Spruce trees, three feet in diameter, 
and Cottonwood trees even larger grow

Till! projudice against Englislimen 
Which exl.st.i both in Canada and the 
United States can, Mr. Hosegood 
thinks, be overcome by Individual 
Englishmen who show that they poss- 
ess other qualities than those imputed 
by Canadians to English immigrants 
In general. He believes that many 
' Englishmen who return disappointed 
would learn to like hfo In Canada If 
they stayed long enough to become 
acclimatized.

AVhen Scots were celebrating Burns 
night there would not be many who 
would seek to emulate the feat of "The 
Whistle," Oi-iginally, says the Daily 
tjnronlclo, the little ebony whistle be- 
longed to a Danish gentleroan who 
came in the suite of Princess Anne of 
Denmarli: when she came to the Scot- 
tish Court of James VI. This Dane 
was of splendid physique and possessed 
an uncanny capacity for drouthiness 
allied to clearheadedness sufficient to 
enable him to whistle when all com- 
petitor., were under the table. Having 
vanquished the courtiers of many con- 
tinental monarchs, he probably consid- 
ered it a sin against opportunity if he 
did not challenge, the- Scot. He defeat- 
ed many Scots till he was challenged 
by Sir Robert I^awrle; Maxwelton, 
Glencairn, Dumfriesshire, . ,who, after 
three days and three nights' hard 
drinking, left the Danish Philistine 
•'under tho table," and "Blow on the 
whistle his requiem shrill." 

■Some yeara l?iter Sir Robert's ^on 
and successor In the title lost the 
trophy in a drinking contest with his 
brother-in-law, Walter R}ddle, of Glen- 
rlddle. 'No" more contests occurred for 
years, and the whistle remained In the 
Riddle family till 1700. Then, at Friars, 
Carse, Dumfriesshire, tho Poet Burns 
was invited to witness the winning of 
tho whistle, tho competitors being all 
relations of the first Scottish Baronet 
who had won it. These were Sir Rob- 
ert Laurie, Maxwelton, Glencairn, 
Dumfriesshire; Robert Riddle, of Glen- 
riddel; and Alex. Ferguson, of Craig- 
darroch. As Burns has recorded in 
verse, Craigdarroch carried off the 
\vhlstle, and down through the years 
3iiice;-lt -'has.Temained.ln his family's 
possession; There is a copy of tho 
poem, -which Burns wrote still preserv- 
ed at Friars' Carse, but .there Is also 
a duplicate in Burns' callgraphy In the 
extremely interesting Grierson Mus- 
eum at Thornhill. Tho furniture of the 
dining room in which thejast contest 
took place is also well preserved. 

Bernard Hantzscli, a schoolteacher 
from Dresden, Is making preparations 
for an expedition next year to the Ar- 
tie regions. It is supposed thaJThis ob- 
ject is not purely scientific. C^omman- 
der Peary brought back from his last 
expedition the report of a marvellously 
beautiful Eskimo girl, who is the 
daughter of a chief, and it is suggested 
that tho adventure of tho Dresden 
.schoolmaster may have a more roman- 
tic purpose than scientific discover- 
ies. Herr Hantzsch has decided to 
discard European dress and habits, 
and live like one of the wandering Es- 
kimo tribes. 

Corfe Castle, where It has just been 
discovered that a farthing rate is 
sufficient for the public needs, is an 
ancient structure, which has a history 
of some thousand years, and, says the 
Pall Mall Gazette, is full of as much 
tragedy as any other grey-weathered 
pile In the country. It wa^ within the 
walls, of Corfe that Edward, the son of 
King Kdgar, was treacherously mur- 
dered at the instigation of his step- 
mother, Elfrida, For a time it was the 
prison of Edward II., and later It held 
Richard II. The town of Corfo, lying 
at its foot, live.3 in the reflected glory 
of the past. Queen Elizabeth gave It 
a charter and granted to it the same 
privileges as those enjoyed by the 
Cinque Ports. Of late years, among 
literary folk, it has acquired new fame 
as one of the scenes in Mr. Hardy's 
"Hand of Ethelberta." It was at Corfe 
Castle (CorvCtjate) that the archaeol- 
ogical meeting was held which has 
such an Influence on the fate of Lord 
Mountclere and the heroine of the 
story. • 

In his farewell to the Showmer'-' 
Guild, Mr. anger tho best known of 
living English showmen, gave some 
reminlsconces of obsolete fairs. Man- 
chester, like most to-\vns has lost all her 
fairs. For many years, says tho Jlttn- 
chester Guardian, St.: Ann's . Square 
was the chief fair. ground of Manches- 
ter. Here was held- every 1st of Octo- 
ber the town's one chartered fair— tho 
old Manorial Acres fair — which had 
been transferred thither when St. Ann's 
church was built and St. Ann's Sqvare 
constructed. . The fair ' dpii^^^ long 
after the 'houses in the 'square •' had 
been made Into vihops, and it was only 
movedr to :Shudehlll> as the result of 
the shopkeepers' complaints, when the 
market there was' opened in 18D2. Tho 
fair, for cattle was , probably a 'llttio 
further away in the arable field.s which 
lay where now are King street, John 
Dalton street, Brazennose street, and 
Peter street. The tenants of tho lord 
of the manor were obliged to clear 
their corn out of those fields before 
tho fair, or it might bo tramjilcd down. 
At tho St. Ann's Square fair might be 
seen every year a row of. blGachors or 
"whitsters" standing for hire like farm 
Bcirvants at country fairs. They wore 
distinguished by tho wearing of clean 
whito woolen aprons. , 
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;.' London Standard.— Unfortunately. -It 

is upon a statesman whom we all res- 
pect, tliough his reputation has griev- 
ously dwindled during the last few 
months, that the brunt of tho session's 
battle will fall. From the article by 
Mr. lau Malcolm, some idea will be 
gained of the disorder into which Ire- 
land ha.s been dragged through tho 
failure of the Chief Secretary to stamp 
out the beginning of organized iliegal-f 
Ity. We need no assurance that Mr. 
Birrell detests, the cime wlilch he has 
.failed to suppress. It is also undeni- 
able that his hands have been tied be- 
hind his back by the condition linpoa- 
ed upon him that In no circumstances 
must he resort to exceptional methods 
of restoring order. He la distraught 
between tho iinpossibilltv ot showing 
a decent record to Parliament and the 
neceslty of arguing that the ordinary 
law has not broken down. Tiie cm- 
barasMinent has dl:jturbed his natural- 
ly fine temper, and only the other day 
he was betrayed into a gross discourt- 
esy. Without the faintest shadow of 
justlfloatlon he allegedi-that tariff re- 
f ornier^ , wbuld turn Home Rulers "if 
they could get Mr, Redmond's vote for 
proteotion. - If WO: were dealing with a 
l)olitlclan In a less pitiable plight than 
tho Ohlel Secretary It would be neces- 
sary to u.so even stronger language 
about this unfounded accusation. Wo 
are content to pass it over as an indi- 
cation of mental distress. For he has 
a rough time of it before him. We are 
not thinking of his University Bill. 
If ho can propound a scheme which 
will satisfy tho clergy and laymen ot 
the Roman Catholic Church without 
damaging TrinUy College, Dublin, he 
may be sincerely congratulated on a 
feat ot moral dextorltv. In tho mam 
lines of such a scttloment he will en- 
joy tho indulgent consideration of 
English Conservatives, aUhough they 
can hardly fail to point out that en- 
dowment of religion in regard to uni- 
versity teaching in Ireland is flagrant-- 
ly incon.sistont with the raid on de- 
nominational instruction in English 
schools.

Now it is rent 'wltli str^e,royerriMi 
•\vith unpunished crime, find simmer- 
ing In disloyalty. " 

Mr. Ian, Malcolm cpncludies his iartjl- 
cle in the' Standard, refeired to above, 
by saylnfe-:— Mr.. Birrell boasts thfit 
when Parliament meets he will ,defet(d 
the state of Ireland, it Will take him 
air his time, and it will exercise his 
great ability to the full. Ho will also 
have to defend a largely increased e 
timato for police and a considerable 
excess vote for law charges. But his 
heaviest task will be to Justify, not to 
the House of Commons alone; but to 
the citizens of the Empire, an admin 
Istration that has plunged into danger 
and sorrow and poverty tho lives of 
hundreds ot our fellow-subjects resi 
dent in a land which only twelve 
months, ago,, enjoyed such a period of 
tranqullltjr, as had' not bean; Vtttichsaf ed 
to it for' six hun'dred 'years; ' ■ 

The Dally Telegraph correspondent 
in Loughrca (County Galway) says: — 
There is no district in the West in 
which you could not find bad examples 
ot tho terrorism of the United Irish 
League. All tlic branches of the 
League are not prosecuting tho boy- 
cott, but very many of them are, 
Loughrea has practically always got 
one or two "obnoxious" persons recelv 
iiig judgement. Tho olHcials of the 
Branch have through constant prac- 
tice attained perfection in the art of 
boycotting. They know every trick- a 
starving man may employ to obtain 
food, and they are adepts at clrcuni 
venting, him. They have watched the 
thin, worn, anxious face of the hungry 
boycotted man, and, so far from pity- 
ing him, they have gloated over the 
success attending their efforts to se 
cure obedience to th^ir. decrees, dnd 
have .pursued to the -bllter end their 
cruel relentless policy. You can hear 
any number of storie..! of Loughrca's 
wicked Leaguers. I have listened to a 
few which have made me wonder whe 
ther there is any charity left in this 
lawless portion of Ireland. 

The two cases I am about to cite will 
not compare for cold-blooded brulalUy 
'with that of the poor Sligo .seamstres.? 
who left home to earn hci- living at 
Longford— her food ;ind two or three 
shiiling.s a week. Her father was boy 
cottod, and could, not feed his child, so 
ho sent her away where lie thought 
lior good upbringing would secure for 
lier a bare subsistence at least. The 
.Sligo Leaguer.^^ tracked the poor girl 
down, and so fi-ightencd the cmijloior 
in a distant town that she was .si 
homo to suffer the pangs of hunger in 
her father's cabin. Nor will the other 
two mentioned Loughrea cases etiual 
the merciless punishment still being 
meted out to tho brothers M'Cann, ; of 
Newtowntorbes, Longford, who, be- 
cause they refuse to give up their 
farms, are, with tho servants loyally 
sticking to them, refused food or 
clothing by tho shopkeepers of the 
neighborhood. But the Instances of 
the draper and the grazier of Lough- 
rea are typical examples of how the 
local Leaguers 'show the police are 
powerless against them. 

The Morning Post saya;— Possibly 
in the debate on the Address tlie Un- 
ionist attack will -be concentrated, to 
begin with, upon the scandalouii break- 
down of the administration in Ireland. 
But here again the attack would be 
much more e'ftectlve If carried beyond 
tho enemyis, Ijne; that i.s to say, Un- 
ionists ought to have a constuotive 
policy for more fully incorporating 
Ireland in the United Kingdom, In 
another column wo lJublisli an article 
pointing out how easily and naturally 
tariff reform lends itself to the fur- 
ther development of Unionist policy in 
relation to Ireland. It is, in fact, a 
single comprehensivo policy which fits 
In with the requirements of Imperial 
consolidation, of national consolida- 
tion, of the Industrial situation, of the 
agricultural problem, and of tho Ex- 
chequer, which has to llnance national 
defence as well as social reform.s. No 
more inspiring issue than the question 
of adopting or rejecting thi.-i uniquely 
comiJrehensU'o and constructive policy 
could bo discovered for a basis of 
party reorganisation.

IMMIG RANT BONUS 

British Passenoer Agents' Association 
Replies to Sir Marcus Samuel's 
Remarks 



Montreal, Feb. 11.— A special cable 
says: Tho British Passenger Agents' 
Association, which comprises the best 
booking agents, has issued a strongly 
worded protest against tho attack of 
tho auildhal; m'agistrate. Sir Marcus 
Samuel, upon tho Canadian immi- 
grant bonus Bystem, Tho association 
says tho magistrate v was obviously 
Ignorant of the fact that the bonus 
of one pound per Immigrant was only 
paid on emigrants approved by tho 
government, and it urges that, to in- 
sure that none but desirable emi- 
grants bo sent to Canada, British 
board ot trade iioences bo given only 
to agents who pass nuallfylng exam- 
inations and belong to the assooia- 
lion. The a.>j.soclation contends that 
the whole trouble in Canada has 
arisen through irresponsible and ill- 
informed agents and .semi-philan- 
thropic societies. It has put the case 
before the high commissioner.

There was quite a .stormy passage 
of arms in tlie police court yesterday 
between Chief Langiey and J. A. AiU- 
man, the chief accusing Mr. Alkmau 
of constantly endeavoring to throw 
I slurs on the police In. his defense., of 
urlminal cases. The ■incident arose.out 
of testimony given,,,;.. by. Patrolman 
fJlackstock regardln|f. a 'telephone con- 
versation haid..by:;I»aul SWebatei-, charg- 
ed with vagratioy,' whlcfi the policeman 
listened . to by using the extension of 
lilve telephone in the office oi tiie po- 
lice station, 

The accused had sworn that he did 
not know any women of the lown In 
Victoria, wliereupon Blackstock swore 
that the morning before he had called 
up a friend over the police station 
plione and had asked him, among oth- 
er things, to get a lunch and send it 
to the "girl." AVebster's version was 
that he had asked his friend to go to 
the ■■srill ' and. get a lunch which was 
to bo sent to him at the jail. In cross- 
examination Jlr. Aikman suggested 
tliat Blaclistoek mistook the word 
"grill" for "f,'ii'I," and then pressed him 
rather hard to make him admit from 
his experience as a police officer that 
women of the class mentioned do not 
Indulge in lunch between 11 and. 12 In 
the morning. Blackstock said he did 
not know, whereupon In his address to 
tlio court counsel charaoterized hla evi- 
dence as unfilr,' and,' went on to say 
that the story was on the face of it 
improbable as his client, who was then 
charged with frequenting a disorderly 
house, (though the charge was changed 
to vagrancy) would not have been 
fool enough to send euch a- message 
from the jail. It was not a natural 
hour, the girl could get her own lunch 
anyhow, and it was perfectly natural 
for the man to be ordering his own 
lunch which subsequently arrived. The 
chief, who was very warm, lauded 
Constable Blackstock very highly, de- 
nounced any criticism of police evi- 
dence which he said Mr. Aikman was 
in the habit of making unjustifiably. 

Webster proved that he had some 
three hundred dollars in the bank, as 
well as property in Vanouver. He also 
said he had been working most of the 
past year and had only come to Vlc-

He Is 
said to have worked recently in the 
Grand Pacific restaurant „and to bave 
until last ,DeeemBeir .OMfnefl, 
in the, plaqe. ,: J. /A"; .'Alk^,a?>' . argued 
that under .thi^" authorities two' or three 
visits could not be held to be frequent- 
ing and moved for a dismissal. The 
case was adjourned till today to permit 
of counsel producing authorities. 

John Hanlcy, who assaulted the po- 
lice, who were arresting him for 
drunkennes.s, pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced' to three- months Imp'rison- 
ment.

HERE AND THERE 

There are few people who are not/in- 
terested In the German Emperor. He Is 
of all the monarchs of Europe,, the one 
who Is most conspicuous. His attitude 
as the head of: a tremendous army; and 
yet as, the foremost advocate of peace 
is perhaps characteristic of .the ap- 
parent contra'dlotlons of his character. 

He Is Icnown among woman-kind 
best, perhaps as one who sets in his 
own family life an example of fringal- 
Ity rare in the great places of the 
earth. We smile at the idea of the 
daughter of a king having to consult 
her fatlier as to the kind of button she 
Kliall wear upon her dress. The story 
i.s very i)robably not true and yet it 
would not have been told, if it were 
not in keeping with the emperor's hat- 
red of display and useless cxtrava- 
ftnnce. On cannot after all, but won- 
der if it is not wise and right in the 
head of a great nation to set an ex- 
ample of simple living and to discoun- 
tenance the pcmp and show which 
arouse the hatred of the poor and 
S'iimulate the rich to runions emula- 
tion. AVe are accustomed to thinlc of 
the l-^alser as the head of a great aris- 
tocracy and it will be a surprise to 
most of us to be told that he stakes , a 
great ; Interest in the working -classes 
and is most desirous to promote good 
feeling , between^einployers; and em- 
ployed; *^'^et thlsTls the contention of . a 
writer in the Nineteenth century. 

He sboyrs the 'emperor, not only/in 
the character of a consdientious ruler 
' but as a sincere friend to the working 
man. During a recent great strike, it 
is said, the emperor acted the part 
of peacemaker between employers and 
emploj'ed with "the result that the 
mines were opened and the men went 
to work. In a recent speech Chan- 
cellor Von Bulow who 5.^ believed to 
voice the sentiments of the emperor 
said: 

"It is the duty of the state and the 
duty of the monarchy to intervene in 
a conciliatory manner to warn tlie 
workers ag.'ilnst, demanding thingfe 
which tend to reduce the general ca- 
pacity of competing with the nations 
In the world market or which are apt 
to imdermine social order. But at the 
same time the duty devolves upon the 
government to request and exhort em- 
ployers, and those engaged in various 
eulcrpvise.s on a large sijalo, to worI< 
earnestly In c.rder that elass dlfti'sn'^c'* 
may gradually fade away,/;lji,prder.that" 
the poor claea may becdme". better- -iff, 
and In order that more and more of 
the lower classes' may ■work-'thelr ■way 
into the /Icher and . higher classes of 
the community. That is the yiew of 
b.is ihajesty the Emperon Tliat Is the 
opinion held by the, allied soverlgns. 
That Is, In fact, my 'social-political 
confession." 

If all who possess grpat Influence 
were to work as hard, as this writer 
says the German Emperor does, for 
harmony between the working classes 
and their employes the ruinous strife 
so common in the world today would 
soon be at an end. 

In the nineteenth century article the 
Emperor is shown to be an honest man 
sincerely desirous of doing his duty In 
the high ))Osition to which he lias boon 
called. Sucli a man may make nils- 
takes but he will leave the world bet- 
ter than he found it. 

Is there not a tendency in the.?e days 
for women to become self-conscious ? 
We are not satisfied simply to go on 
our way, living our lives out day by 
day and doing the duties that come to 
oui- luuids simply and quietly. We 
must needs be studying ourselves and 
questioning whether wo are fitted for 
this or that vocation. Books and arti- 
cles Innumerable are written concern- 
ing the equality of the sexes or tlio op- 
posite. It Is very doubtful whether ali 
this study is prolltablo. - Ji'liejl' work 
Is to lie "done the worker Is" usually 
found ready for It. George Eliot did 
not, we may suppose, have to u.se 
much Introspection to discover In her- 
.self the ability to write novels or 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning spend 
much time in ascertaining that she 
was a poet)

If anything were ' heeded - to- confirm 
the opinion that cigarette .smoking Is 
In.iurlous to children It wdllld he 
foimd In -the actl6n of the British gov- 
ornmont In Introducing a laW forbid- 
ding the 'sale of cigarettes to young 
people under the age of sixteen. Eng- 
lishmen are proverbially slow to act. 
The iTjembera of parliament have the 
advantage of the advice of men of 
science as well as of philanthropists. 
They are not likely to have been in- 
fluenced in their action by the fan- 
atical views of persons of either sex. 
Yet this slow-moving, dolibcrattvo 
body lias resolved that It will not only 
forliid lho,.=ialo of cigarettes but pun- 
ish, any young person under sixteen 
who Is found smoking them. It is to 
bo hoped that In this matter our own 
ieglslntiiro will follow the example of 
the narllament of the mntlier country, 
rn the meantime Tne laws already on 
tlie statute book should be strictly en- 
forced, and all who ba\'e Influence 
over children should try to djsr.ouragc 
thn hnbit o'f nmoklng amonK them. 



The proposal to abolish the imprl.H- 
oninent of children is a surprising one. 
In Canada, with its comparatively 
small criminal class and its widely 
separated homes, it can be easily un- 
derstood that the Individual child who 
has taken a sieii in the wrong direc- 
tion could easily be given employment 
and won back t:o the right path. The 
eaoe is very different In a thickly pop- 
ulated country with great numbers of 
children whoso whole conscious life 
nas been an education In crime. How, 
the British governnient i ^ipropose, ''"^to 
deal with these children ;,wltliout- dom- 
pulsory.' confinement Is j'ricitveiMlly. un- 
derstoopl. It' Is qult€5evldent; iat all 
events, that- ivhat will be alined at Is 
the uplifting ahd reformation and not 
the'punishment' of the children. That 
this will resultjln great good, not only 
to Great Brltain"itself but to the whole 
empire . cannot <be doubted. . ; .

Many of the oldest and still today 
most popular hymns have come down 
to us with the seal of .some peculiar 
Incident. 

".Mjide wi'tli me," one of tlic most 
trustful, most subduing and prayiM-fiil 
utterances was eomiioscd under cir- 
cumstances pitiable and touching out 
of the ordinary. The author of these 
lines,^ Henry Francis Lyte, was a man 
of astute culture and brilliant educa- 
tion, who might have made his mark 
afiyv^ere had 11 npt been. for his devo- 
tion to,the peoBtle of the little English 
hamlet' of Brlxham,' on the Devon- 
shire coast In wfhleh his lot was (irst 
cast. 

■ No lure of wealth or honor could 
win him away from these humble folk 
and it became the anibltloin of his life 
to erect a grand church here to re- 
place the rude biare one In which he 
had taught for ,,twenty-flVe years. But 
the dream was hat to bo fulfllled.ln his 
time.. Conaumiptlon' attacked the de- 
voted mlnlstdr' ■a'ri'd, al'.a'.liost , resource 
to regain his htSaltb', fie'- decided to 
leave for Fratl^e.. After ,hls_, last ' ser- 
mon to his people, and . on tHo'. evening 
pi'ocedlng his departure, he Avrote tlio 
beautiful lines beginning "Abide with 
nie, fast falls the eventide." The next 
day he said farewell to his sorrowing 
people, who In llfe''neye'r.:^paln beheld 
Iilm. A few woek.s fifter ncvvs reached 
them of his death. 

But the lisherfolk of his parish did 
not forgot his desire, .ami In dovnted 
honor to his memory labin-ed to realize 
its fulfilment. For thirty year.s Brix- 
hain Church has been liuildlng, the 
lisherfolk tlieinseh'ns contrlliuting th.o 
almost incredible amount for them, of 
$3ri,0ll0. His story becoming known, 
artists, singers, bisliops and faHhlon- 
ablo folk have combined to raise the 
balance of the required sum, .$10,000, 
and today tiu^ beautiful church in the 
little, tlHliing hamlet Is about complet- 
ed to the honor and loving memory of 
a gifted man who preferred to live Un- 
known and unapplauded, ministering 
to the souls of. a simple .people who 
could ronder.np gifts. to Ills great tal- 
ent other.-tli^in'ihe undivided wealth of 
sincere;?; lo'Vo ■ jatid reverence.

TRIED _RECIPES 

A German Dish For Cold Weather 

A German dish which is much liked 
is kidney stew with noodles. To 
make this, beginning with the nood- 
les, take lialf a cupful of flour, one 
egg, a tablcspoonful of water and 
some salt. "I'his is enough to make 
two cupfuls of noodles. Knead the 
mixture live minutes, tlien roll out in 
a thin sheet and cut -in strips or fancy 
shapes. Boil the strips In water, to 
uhich lias been added a half tea- 
spoonful of salt, cook ten minutes, drain 
and rinse in boiling, water to, separate 
the noodles. Laiy the noodles around 
the outside of a deep dish and put the 
kidneys in the centre. The kidneys 
are iirepared by taking one" fresh beef 
kidney which has been silt oj^hn, cut- 
ting It In half and removing .the white 
part After this, has been .done, ciit 
Into halves or smaller pieces; wash 
the pieces throughout and leave them 
for half an hour in a cup of water. 
When they have soaked tlioroughly 
t.ako halt a tablcspoonful of butter, a 
tttblespoonful of llnely chopped onion 
and cook until , the onion separates 
from tlie butter but does not brown, 
add a tablcspoonful of dour, a pint of 
water and let boil, then put In the, 
kidney.s, add a halt cupful of canned 
tomatoes and let boil again fifteen 
minutes. Next ptit In a teaspoonful 
of lemon juice, a tablcspoonful of 
llnely chopped parsley and season 
with paprika. If llin onion pieces are 
nof liked with the Jddney, they may 
be strained from tlic ;sauce before 
adding the kidneys.

FOR.THE HOUSEWIFE 

When packing shoes of glace kid or 
patent leather, boot or shoe-trees 
should always be inserted before plac- 
ing them in the trunk. In cases, 
however, where one set of .3hoc-trecs 
has to do duty for the whole footgear, 
this is impossible to earr.\' out, and 
the experiment should be tried of 
filling out tlie toes with wisps of tis- 
sue paper, stuffing these well Into the 
points 'SO as to prevent the formation 
of lines and ■\vrmklSs.' " ' \ 

In cases where shoes have? been 
thoroughly wet, many people' prefer 
to stuff them with dry bran - Instead 
of using . ordinary wooden trees, 'the 
bran absorbing the damp^ and prevent- 
ing the - leather from shrinking and 
hardening. - 

The pillow covers in one particularly 
attractive home wore all made of the 
daintiest wliite lawn, on whicli srn.'ill, 
,slmple patterns were worked in white 
fe-atherstiteliing. Tlicy were finished 
witli full while' ruffles, and were pecu- 
liarly suited to the summer season. Of 
all pillows, those iiiado from brown 
linen, embroidered v/lth wash silks, 
last the very longest. They not only 
outwear a sUU or cotton cover, but 
come out as good as new, every time 
they are washed. 

The mending of glovoi is quite on 
art. It may be so skillfully done that 
it will look ciuite artistic. Fine cot- 
ton is preferable for the mending of 
gloves; of course. It should match as 
nearly as possible the shade of the 
glove; the sewing, should be done on 
the outside. Sliape;, tie; worn spot to 
be darned with a -curved pair of scis- 
sors, cutting carefully away the worn 
edge of the kid; then Mhsert ia glove - 
mender, and buttpnhole stitch the 
edge of the hole,, catching the stitches 
far enough to beyiiulte flrm and about 
two threads apart. When you have 
encircled the hole keep on around the 
second time, buttonhole stitching, not 
Into the kid but Into the stltchns of 
the first row and continue working to- 
ward the centre until the hole Is closed. 
If you aro careful in matching your 
thread with the shade of your glove 
the piending will hardSy be noticeable. 

Take two sofa' pillows of plain, 
strong material, equal size, and the 
tops of which aro not too elaborate; 
lay one upon the other with the de- 
signs facing and the plain sides ex- 
posed. Sew together at the edges on 
three 'sides. Then turn inside out to 
e.'jposo designs again. Bind the four 
raw edges of the openin.g with dur- 
able material to match tho -whole and 
attach a cord or ribbon at. the t^OjUp- 
per corners for hangers.- .You' .^wlU 
have a pretty, serviceable Bci'apbag 
with throe roomy pockets, one of which 
can bo used for woolen scraps, another 
for silks and the like and, the third for 
lawns, calicoes, cto.i If you prefer deep 
pockets 'take- rectangular sllp.s. When 
tu8totull.v.' madc such a. scrapbag. will 
,bo an ornament In your sewing room

day, as ovldenced by the dull and stupid 
air of those who lend themselves -' to 
that dangerous pastlmo. Judge Cho- 
quet, before, whom so many young cul- 
prits appear, b(>lng (luestloned on the 
Huh.jcot, declared .that all the children 
wbcun he bad to .sentence to Jail or. tli*" 
reformatory, had their fingers stained by 
the abuse of cigarettes. Cigarettes are 
now retailed at two for one cent. 'Wliat 
child has not now' and then, or oven 
every day, onn cent to spend? It re- 
quires very little for tho cigarette ..pas- 
sion to take hold of all those little fel- 
lows, and with what results, great Godi 
Let us iiroteet tlie children. Let us savB 
thorn. They are the hoiio of our coun- 
try, fict us defend them against thoni- 
selvos."

The fall of the genial Dutchman is to 
be regretted. Mike was surely a groat 
fighter, better perhaps when in shape 
tlian .any man in the world aside from 
Jeffries and Johnson. But ho would not 
train and spent much of his timo ex- 
changing courtesies with the joy suds 
dispensers, a proceeding not conducive 
to tlie welfare of an athlete.

.London Marine Journal OiscusBes 'Past 
.rRopr Year For Owners of Big ' 
'.' Vessels 



"Owners have been treiTiendou,?ly 
handicapped upon every point nnd at 
every turn, and the only wonder i.s 
how' tliey liave kept sLrug.sllng on," 
Kiiy.B l''airplay, .referring particularly 
to British owner,s, "l''rolghts have 
ruled very low, taking the out and 
home cLUotatloiiK in combination. Of 
course, this is the .nitconu- of over- 
production, so that in tills respect 
ow'iiers can scarecly chiiia tne fullest 
sympathy. They have overbuilt and 
tliis year have been paying a pretty 
heavy pcnalti' for same. But leaving 
ihls point out of consideration, there 
i« no doubt tliat they have been bad- 
1,\- lilt by a coml)ln!ition of circum- 
stances over wliicli tliey have had 
no control, and tiioir position ha.s 
ijoen more or less a helpless one . For 
instance, the cost of provisions has 
been increased aljout oO per cent, as 
tlic- result of faddist legislation by 
legislators who know al)solutely noth- 
ing about ])rovialonlng sailors.

GOVERNMENTS REdUiRE 
MUCH FASTER 'SERVICE 



Union Steamship Company Unwilling 
to Give Better Than 16- Knot 
Line to Australia 



At the annual meeting of tho Union 
Steamship company, of Dunedin, Now 
Zeaiand, Sir Jl^mes Mills, the mana- 
ger of the company,' which, operates 
the , Canadian-Australian line, dealt 
With' his endeavors to secure a renew- 
al of the contract for tiie mall service 
for this line, in which the steamers 
Moana, Aorangi and Marama are op- 
erated between Victvria, '^''ancouver 
and Sydney, via ports. Tn this he was 
unsuccessful. He said the prime min- 
isters of New Zealand, Canada and 
Australia, whom he met In London at 
the time of the colonial conference, 
were led to hope that by waiting a lit- 
tle longer they could secure tho aid of 
the Imperial government in establlsli- 
Ing an 18 to 20-knot service between 
Vancouver and Australia, via T^'ow 
Zealand. As a result of thi.s, tlie New 
Zealand company was only able to se- 
cure a renewal of tho tlien •existing 
service for two years. Then Sir James 
wont on: 

"We are very anxious that the 'Van- 
couver service should be placed on a 
ijermanent footing unc^er the Union 
company's flag, but after considering 
the matter carefully we cannot see our 
way to undertake a service of the 
character required by the governments 
interested. 'Wo have, however. Indi- 
cated that wo are prepared for a mod- 
erate subsidy and a security of tenure 
for a period of years to provide steam- 
ers of c.ooo to 8,000 tone capable of 
maintaining 15 to 16 knots.... In 
our opinion thi.s Is quite as tar as it Is 
wise to go for many years, and it is In 
advance of tho present requirements 
of tlie trade." 

Another .speaker at the same meet- 
ing expressed the opinion that a ser- 
vice of 15 knots should meet the case,, 
as wlth"20-khot "boats the subsidy re- 
■ luired would be too high to enable the^ 
vessels to be run. rCT'i.^'N,- ' ■,i ' •! 



WHERE GOVERNMENT 
BUItT ITS ELEET 

Majority of Steamers For Fed- 
eral Service Were From 
British Shipyards. 



"We desire to draw special attention 
to the above facts because of certain 
reckless and unwarranted statements 
wlilch have been appearing in the col- 
umns of the Colonist from time to 
time, practically to the effect that tho 
majority of craft for fishery protection 
and other tutpoaes have been procured 
by the Dominion government from 
sources outside of the -couptrv. The 
truth is that not a single 've^el for 
any such purpose has been bought In 
Great Britain or any foreign country. 
Tho Quadra Is the only steamer pro- 
cured from the yards of the mother 
country, and she was in service some 
\car.5 previous to the present govern- 
ment attaining po^er." — The Times, 
February 11,

service on the Great Lakes. She is a 
steel twin screw steamer of 396 tons 
gross.

Maxim, Limited, of Barrow, England. 

Tho Lady Grey, an Ice-breaker, was 
bufit by tlie VIckers Sons & Maxim 
yards at IJarrow, England.

(Co., of Seattle, for 
tho North China 'line, lias reache(J 
Portland from Santa Rosalia to \oa.a 
part cargo of Itiniber at the Columbia 
river port. The Timgua was one of 
tho few sueees.sful . blockado-runnera 
engaged during the recent war be- 
tween .Tapan and Russia. "With Japa- 
nese gunboat.^ and cruhsers patroling 
every part of the Oriental Pacific, tho 
Tungus eluded them and transpcu-ted 
four cargoes of ' contraband goods to 
Vladivostok consigned tp the Russian

Ing the risk. It is said that no other 
commercial vessel ran the blockade so 
often without falling Into the hands of 
the Japanese. At the conclusion of 
hoatilltios tho Tungu,^ w.-xs placed in 
commi..ssion on the coast of Siberia, 
carrying products between the variou,< 
ports. She has remained in this trade 
eontinuouBly until very recently.

James Huneker, one of the most bril- 
liant of writers on things musical had 
recently the following to say in Ev- 
erybody's magazine regarding gader- 
ewski, who appears in the Victoria 
theatre tomorrow evening under the 
auspices of the Victoria Musical So- 
ciety: , ^ 

It was about 181)1 tiiat I attended a 
rehearsal at -.Carnegie Hall.: in - which 
participated Igjiaco Jan .Paderewski. 
The C. minor- Concerto of Salnt-Saens, 
an effective though musically empty 
work, was played. There is nothing 
in the composition that will test a 
good pianist; yet Paderewski niado 
much of the music. His tone was 
noble, his technique adequate, his 
single finger touch .singing. Above all 
there was a romantic temperament 
oxposed; not morbid but robust. His 
strange appearance, the golden aure- 
oled hiead, the 3hy attitude, were rath- 
er puzzling to public and crftic at his 
debut. Not too much enthusiasm was 
' \e:|blbltedcdm;ing the concert -pr, next 
inc<rnihg }n tKe ,n,ew^papers..' BUt tlie 
se«Bria*3)erforma|j?e settled "the' qoeBi 
tloh." ;a grei^it alrtief was revealed. His 
diffidence melted in the heat of frantic 
applause. His recital.'?, first given in 
the concert hall of Madison Square 
Garden, so expanded In attendance 
that he moved to Carnegie Hall. There 
with only his piano Paderewski re- 
peated the Litzt miracle. And years 
lifter. And this year, perhaps next. 
Xo\'er in America has the public prov- 
ed so insatiable in its desire to hear a 
\-irtno.so. It is the same from New 
Orleans to Seattle. Now to set all- this 
down to exotic personally to occult 
niagneti.-in, to sensationalism, would 
be unfair to Paderewski and to tlie 
critical discrimination of his audiences. 
Many ha\'c gone to gaze upon him, but 
they have roniainod to listen. His vol- 
uptuous-, caressing touch, his some- 
times exaggerated sentiment, his bril- 
liancy, endurance and dreamy poetry 
— these qualities are real, not imagi- 
nary. 

No more lusciou.s touch has been 
heard since Rublnstein'.s. Paderewski 
(iften Iffts his singing fingers linger on 
a phrase, but as few pianists alive, 
he can spin his tone, and so his yield- 
ing to the temptation is a natural one, 
l-lo Is Intellectual and his reading of 
the classics Is sober and sane. lilec- 
tric is the boat word to apply to his 
interpretations. He plays programmes 
from Bach to Liszt with fidelity and 
versatility. He has the power ot rous- 
ing his audience! from a state of calm 
IndlffCTenco to wildest frenzy. Hnw 
does he accomplish this?' Deny" this 
or'tba^ quality to Paderewski; go and 
with youT own ears and eyes, here and 
witness- what we have all heard and 
witnessed. 

I.once wrote a story In which a pian- 
ist figured as a mesmerlzer. He sat 
at his Instrument In a crowded, silent 
hall and worked bis magic on the mul- 
tltudK'. The scene modulates into mad- 
ness. People are transported. And In 
Jill the rumor and .storm, the master 
'.-its at the keyboard and does not play. 
1 a.ssure you that I ha\'e been at Pad- 
erewski recitals wliero my .ludgments 
were In alieyaricp, where my Individu- 
ality was merged In that of the mob, 
where I sat and v.-ondered If I really 
lieard; or was Paderewski oiily going 
through the motions and lujt actually 
touching the keys? Hi;! Is a static as 
well as a dramatic art. The tone wells 
np from the instrument, is not struck. 
It floats languorously In the . air, It 
seems to pause, transfixed In the air.

NORTH UN EVE OF 
GREAT EXPANSION 

Development Is Going Ahead in 
"New Britisli Co- 
lumbia" 



Princo Rupert, B.C., Feb. 12.— The 
northern portion of British Columbia, 
which has been so aptly named by the 
Honorable the Premier, as "New Brlt- 
Ish Columbia," is undoubtedly on the 
eve of great expansion. 

The lmmen.su coast . lino, winding 
round so many islands, and Inlets 
along the coast, Is of such magnitude 
as to make enormods development pos- 
sible. The sheltered water and splen- 
did harbors situated at various places 
afford excellent oppprtunltles. for the 
building up of to-wns and cities all 
over the coast. 

The development of the salmon fish 
Ing Industry has already proceeded to 
such an extent a.s to warrant the ex- 
pectation that It will be permanent 
and before long it will have reached a 
stage that --will be unsurpassed any- 
where. 

Last year the llshlng season at the 
Skcena and Naas river and Rivers In- 
let, as well as other smaller points was 
a most successful one. The pack was 
fully equal to the average, and those 
engaged in the industry are making 
preparations and looking forward to 
the coming season with confidence. 

The mining enterprises In the dl.^- 
trlct are giving signs of great promise. 
At .ledvvay, on the southern portion of 
Moresby island. Queen Charlotte 
group, operations are going on with 
considerable success. Camps arc 
'springing up in a moat encoui-aglng 
manner In that vicinity, at Ikeda bay 
Colllson bay and Harriet habor. 

Mining la also receiving a good deal 
of attention on Portland canal , and 
Observatory inlet, and recent iexamln 
atlon of properties In that locality In 
dicate that a most important" mining 
section will be established there in the 
near future. 

Prospecting is being done in various 
parts of the district. At Bella Coola 
the pro.;pects are good and mining 
people look for deiinlte development to 
be undertaken very soon. 

Several properties have recently 
changed hands in the distrirt at good 
prices. 

A great niau.y settlers are being at- 
tracted to Queen (Miarlotte Islands 
where the land is said to be of excel- 
lent quality. Lands are being pur- 
chased and pre-empted In the vicinity 
of Skidegate and Massett, on Graham 
island. 

Cood land is al.50 to be found at sev- 
f.-ral i)olnts on tlio Skeena river, and is 
lieing talvi n up in the vicinity of Kir- 
sumkalum, Lukelse Lake and Kitsalas. 

The n-intlcr of railwa.\- construction 
is now beginning to move. Work i.s 
going on between Kltijalas and Klta- 
maat, where a large number of men 
are emi)loyed. The construction and 
operation of a railway In this portion 
of the province will give great impetus 
to settlement and within the n^xt few 
. ears the population Is sure to be very 
largely Increased. 

The Indications of progress are such 
all over the didtrlot that a large ex- 
penditure will be required for trails 
and roada In connection with the open- 
ing up of new settlements. The gov- 
ernment are watching carefully these 
developments and are prepared to 
meet the rcciulrcn-ients .and growing 
needs of "Nc-»v l!r;ti.sh Columbia." As 
an evidence of this the district has 
been divided and a new agency estalj- 
lif-hed at Hazelton, in order that thci 
Omlneca (li.strict and the eastern por- 
tion ot wliat was formerly known as 
the Cassiar district nuLy be given the 
attention which is required. 

A very rich strike of gold is reported 
on Pelly river, about 300 miles east of 
Hazelton.

CHINESE SCHOLARS 
SEEKING ADMISSION 

Application Made To Scliool 
Board— Unsanitary Con- 
dition .o.f, Schools. , 



The question of the admission of 
Chinese scholars to the public schools 
oi: tho city was again brought to the 
fore at last night's meeting of the 
school board, when Charles Wllsoii. 
of the firm of Peters & Wilson, bar- 
risters, appeared on behalf of his 
client, a Chinese youth, and asked 
that the board should allow the boy 
to attend school. Mr. Wilson stated 
that this application to the board was 
necessary by reason of the death of 
tho late superintendent, Dr. Eaton, as 
he understood , that tho secretary ot 
the board had no authority to Issue 
a permit. The Chinese youth, while 
not a native of the city,, could speak 
English very well and Mr. "'Wilson .con- 
sidered that he was sufficiently versed 
In ISngllsh to make him amenable to 
school discipline. Mr. Wilson- did not 
expect the board to grant his request, 
but it \ms necessary to make-the ap- 
plication "In orflOT that, shbuld the 
board refuse,' Other steps- could be 

cniarlman Jay stated that there had 
already been some Chinese- boys, who 
lived here and whose parents were 
also residents of the city, admitted 
to the schools. At the suggestion of 
Trustee McNeil the question of the 
admission of the boy was referred to 
Trustees .Jay. and Mrs. -Jenkins. , 

J.' W. Lalng, 'master of the Collegi- 
ate school, appeared In person to urge 
the board to reconsider Its recent ac- 
tion In denying him the use of a 
room and the ma-nual training equip- 
ment for his pupils. Mr. Lalng stat- 
ed that apparently the trustees were 
not seized of the facts of the case. 
The room and equipment, if granted 
by the board, would bo used out of 
school hours, and the Instructor would 
bo paid by him. He was a heavy 
taxpayer and he felt that his request 
should be granted. Mr. Lalng re- 
ferred to a letter from the Bishop of 
Columbia supporting his application, 
and also mentioned several other 
prominent residents of the city who 
had considered his request quite with- 
in reason. It was finally decided to 
rescind the resolution passed at tho 
recent meeting of the board and grant 
to Mr. Lalng tho use of the room and 
equipment until Juno 30, on which 
date the privilege will terminate. 
- In view of the criticism which ha.s 
been made against the action of last 
year's board in awarding .the contract 
for the heating and ventilating plant 
of the new Victoria West school to 
an outside firm, AV. Rldgway Wilson, 
the architect of that building, oh 
whose recommendation the contract 
was let to Mr. Tracey of Vancouver, 
wrote, stating that Mr. Tracey was 
willing to pay the expenses of some 
menuber of the board to go to Van- 
couver and Inspect the heating plants 
in tho schools there which liav|^ been 
installed bj' him. ' The matter;, was 
referred to the building and grounds 
committee. Trusee McN'eil considered 
that Mr. Wilson's letter referred to 
his motion presented at the first 
meeting of tills year's board, but ho 
had objected to the manner In which 
the contract had been let because ten- 
ders had not been called for, and thus 
local firms had not had an oppor*- 
tunity of tendering. It was not be- 
cause he had any fault to find with 
the system of heating. 

AV. Dobson, music instructor in the 
public schools, appeared in person to 
secure the consent of thb board to 
the holding of a concert which ho 
proposed to give. A large number of 
the morn advanced pupils will be 
trained for the occasion and will ren- 
der a programme which Mr. Dobson 
win prepare. Mr. Dobson stated that 
such an .occasion would prove of great 
benefit to the pupils and would give 
the public and the parents of the 
clilldcen an opportunity of seeing just 
what is being done In the way of musi- 
cal training In the sebools. The ques- 
tion of the date uj»on which the event 
should be held was discussed and it 
was thought that Slmpire day would 
be the proper date, but the matter 
of 'date and other arrangements was 
left to a committee consisting of Trus- 
tees Jay, Stanelanjd and Mcilell. 

The unsanitary condition of the 
Hillside and North Park schools, con- 
cerning which Trustee Christie com- 
plained, win be attended to at once. 
The drainage and plumbing In these 
schools Is defective and the attend- 
ance had' been affected, some of the 
parents keeping their children home 
because of fie^ir of sickness. "Trustee 
Rlddell urged that the question of 
medical Inspection In the schools be 
considered at once. There was al- 
ready a committee appointed, consist- 
ing of Trustees Jay and Mrs. Jenkins, 
but he thought It should be enlarged, 
and Immediately take up this matter. 
Trustee Christie suggested that all the 
schools wherein there Is any trace 
of Infectious diseases be thoroughly 
fumigated, particularly the North 
Park and Hillside schools. The mat- 
ter was referred to fho building and 
grounds conimittco to act, and Trus- 
tees Staneland and McNeil were added 
to the committc on medical Inspec- 
tion. Leave of absence was granted 
to Miss Blackwood of the Hillside 
school, who has been in 111 health for 
some time. 

Trustee Staneland suggested that 
the board should co-operate vvifh the 
city council and the board of trade 
and urge upon the government the 
advisabiliiy of locating the iiniversltv 
in AMctoria. The board will appoint 
representatives to act with the other 
two bodies. 

Chairman Jay suggested that, in 
view- of the vl.slt of a number of the 
pupils to Vancouver on Saturday next 
to participate in sports there, it was 
in the interests ot those going to have 
one or more of the teaching staff with 
them. Two teachers will bo appointed 
by the chairman. 

John R. McLeod, prlnciapl ot the 
Tacoma high school, wrote stating 
that a number of teachers from that 
city would visit Victoria on Friday, 
and lie asked that tlie visitors might 
be allov/ed to In.spoct the schools 
here. A commltte consisting of ''J'rus- 
toes Rlddoll, Bishop and Mrs. Jenk- 
ins was appointed to meet the vlsit- 
or.<5 and show them- through the 
schools.

OLD AGE PENSIONS 
TOPIC OF DEBATE 



House of Commons Agrees To 
■ Appointment of Committee 
—Speech by IVlr. Pringle 



Ottawa, Feb. 3.— (Special corres- 
pondence). — ^In the Commons today a 
motion by Mr. Pringle, th^ Conserva- 
tive member for Stormont, for the. ap- 
polntmenfof a select 'dotiimlttee.'fo en- 
quire Into the subject'' of old age pen- 
.■5lons, was accepted by the Prime 
Minister and unanimously passed by 
the House. It must be confessed that 
the discussion as a wliole was not very 
enthusiastic, some of the speakers 
holding an open mind on the subjo'ct, 
and expressing a degree of doubt 
whether at the present stage of its 
history Canada is In need of any 
scheme. Mr. Pringle displ.aycd a mas- 
terly grasp of lii.^ subject, and all 
through his speech It was evident that 
ho had spent a gopd. deal of time and 
care in studying the' question. He was 
able to put clearly before the House 
wluat other countries ha.d done in the 
matter and denied the theory that old 
ago pensions discouraged thrift. The 
necessary funds, he contended, might 
bo provided by means of su'ccession 
tax. Tlie motion met with the warm 
approval of Mr. Claude Macdonnell, 
Mr. Hance Logan and Mr. Ralph 
Smith, tho last-named advocating a 
system which .\yould be universal and 
non-contributory. v 

Sir vyUfrld Laurl^r, who. highly 
complimented Mr.. Pringle on his 
speech, agreed to the appointment of a 
committee, but at the same time pri,-- 
scrved an open mind on the question. 
While he was not clhvlnced that an 
old age scheme was feasible or desir- 
able, he saw no reason why a com- 
mittee should not try to Ilnd out the 
exact state of affairs. .Mr. Lefurgey 
and Hon. Geo. E. Foster, whilst ex- 
pressing some doubt as to whether 
there was urgent need for old age 
pensions at the iircsent time, iiointed 
out that it should bo the duty of the 
committee to try and a.scertain tlie sit- 
uation as it affects the Dominion, ra- 
ther than gathering information as to 
what other countries are doing. 

Hon. Mr. I'^ielding pointed out that 
to provide each per.-on in the Domin- 
ion over the age ot 65 with $3 per 
week would involve an annual expen- 
diture of $40,000,000. 

State Aid to Aged Poor. 

Mr. Pringle (Conservative, Stor- 
mont) riioved for the appointment of a 
sele'ct committee of nine to enquire 
into and consider a scheme or 
schemes by state aid or otherwise, 
for making provision for the aged and 
and deserving poor, with special re- 
gard in case of any proposals of 
which they may appro\'e, to tlieir cost 
and probable financial results, and 
that the committee have power to .send 
for persons, papers and're'cords, and to 
examine witnesses on oath and aftirm- 
ation. 

He said the question was a large 
and Imijortant one, and had occupied 
tho attention of state.imen of all coun- 
tries. In Britain, the (.'haiiccllor of the 
Exchequer had given a promise that 
Komo legislation should go through be- 
fore the end of the present parliament. 
Mr. Pringle thought it ^vould be a 
wise policy for the House to at lea.it 
submit the question to a committee at 
tho House to be fully considered, for 
lio believed they would be able to get 
at some result whi'ch would be for the 
benefit of the class of people for whom 
he was speaking. He criticized Sir 
Richard Cartwrlght's speech In the 
Senate. Sir Richard hp,d stated that 
old age ponslond discouraged thrift, 
but Mr. Pringle denied this, and quot- 
ed expert views to show -that It wa.s 
incorrect. The evlden'ce was directly 
against the theory that old age pen- 
sions would discourage thrift. 
Old Country Schemes. 

Mr. Pringle described some of the 
old ago pension schemes jiropounded 
In the Old Country, and quoted from 
report.^ of the Royal Coinnilsslona 
dealing with tho subject in 1886 and 
1887. Canada was a rich country ; 
there were very few poor people, 'so 
that an old age pension scheme could 
bo devised tlmt would not bo any bur- 
don upon the people. It was foolish 
to argue against 'the proposal on the 
ground that it was paternal legKsla- 
tion. : The scheme 'submitted by the 
Chaplin Committee in Britain seemed 
t(5 be the most practicable of any o£ 
tho schemed suggested. . Under, this 
scheme any person fof '85,:'Iyears' of; age, 
being a British' subjectV" would be paid 
u pension varying froiri five to seven 
shlllingii a weolc, provided, amongst 
other things, that he had uol been im- 
prisoned yvlthout the bastion of a fine, 
had not received out relief, other than 
modldal ' relief, , that his Income from 
any 'dource wasjiJnot jmpre thanpi.; ten 
shillings a '-v^e|b^!^|tlmi|tt^^ 



shown that to the best of his ability 
lie had sought to make provision for 
lilmaolt and those immediately depen- 
dent on^hlm. 

: t rPauperism andiOld. Age.; ; 

Mr.! Pringle gave Someistartllng flg- 
uros :as to .paupferlisnisana ' oW-": agefWn 
Great Britain. Taking the population 
as a whole there was one pauper out 
of every 43 people. But among the 
people over GO, one out of. f.ve is a 
pauper; of those over 70, one out o£ 
four is a pauper; while one-third of 
all the people- in Great Britain, over 
80 are paupers. He believed that con- 
ditions were not so deplorable in Can- 
ada. Our stati.-stlcs as to ago showed 
curious- discrepancies throughout the 
Dominion. In Ontario (outside of To- 
ronto) 34 persons In eve'ry 1,000 over 
70; in Toronto, 23 persons out of a 
1,000 are over 70. In other parts of tlie 
country tho number over 70 to 1,000 
of popul.ation are as follows: Quebec 
(outside of Montreal), 31; the City of 
Montreal, 19 ; British Columbia, 11 ; 
the Prairie Provinces, 12 ; Manitoba, 
13; New Brunswick, 35; Nova Scotia, 
43; Prince Edward Island, 43. 

Mr. 'Pringle then reviewed' the vari- 
ous 'old age pension >schemes now In 
force In ' Deiiihark; Gerihariy, France, 
Belgium, Now "Zealand and, Jilustralla. 
He submitted that the scheine if 
adopted In Canada should apply to all 
necessitous persons over 70 arid pro- 
vide them with Income enough to exist, 
rierliaps so much a week. In .the Aus- 
tralian colonies, the stipend was from 
8 to 10 shillings a \yeek. 

Cartwrigh.t's Sehemo Not . Enough. , 

"How U the money to be. raised," 
asked Mr. Pringle. "We shovUd require 
the rich to loolc after the poor. In 
Ontario, at least, wo are not afraid of 
the ghosts of millionaires and tho suc- 
cession la.x helps to maintain our hos- 
pitals and other cliarllies. He did not 
believe that the old age annuity iilan 
as advocated by Sir Richard <Jart" 
Wright wa.s sullieient. Tho ordinary 
wage-earner was not able to avail 
himself of it, Many people, he said, in- 
vested money for their old age and 
found ihemselves suddenly penniless. 
They might have bought Sovereign 
Bunk stock, Ontario Bank stock or 
Dominion Coal. Dominion Coal stock 
had been unloaded at 148 by Senator 
Co.x and his associates upon an un- 
suspecting public, and then Its price 
was so depressed that they were able 
to buy it back at an enormous profit, a 
cabal of financiers had been able to 
make $37,000,000 by their exploitations 
of stocks at. the expense o£-the.-people. 
He promised at some future time' to 
deal with the frenzied - flhance .trans- 
actions brought to light by the Insur- 
ance Commission. 

Principle Generally Approved. 
Mr. Claude Macdonnell seconded, the 
resolution. Ho said that Mr. Prlngle's 
addre.ss was exhaustive, and he could 
hope to add little to it. We were spend- 
ing large sums to bring young and 
vigorous people to our shores. Should 
we not remember the older people who 
carne here years ago, without any 
state aid, and helped to build up the j 
country? In Great Britain the iubject 
of old age pensions had been under 
consideration for- years. The varlou.-i 
commissions' and committees had all 
of them ai)proved the principle, and he 
believed that an old age pension bill 
would be passed at the present session 
of the British Parliament. Ho believ- 
ed It was hfeh time to take sonic ac- 
tion In Canada. 

Mr. Hance Logan (Liberal, Nova 
Scotia) congratulated Jlr. Pringle upon 
his able address. He could think of 
no iiroposal more likely to appeal to 
the interest and humanity of the peo- 
ple than a proposal to pension the aged 
and deserving poor. He urged tlie gov- 
I ernnvint to appoint tlie committee. 

Mr. Ralph Smith (Liberal, B.C.) sup- 
ported the resolution. He believed 
that old age pensions should be uni- 
versal and non-contributory. The only 
logical plan was to pay a iiension to 
every one who had reached a cartuin 
age, women as well as men. 

Mr. Claude Macdonald — Rich and 
poor'.' 

Must be Universal 

Mr. Smith — Yes, it will have to be 
universal. Only a universal pension 
plan Is practicable. 

Continuing, Mr. Smltli said that it 
was not possible for the average work- 
ing man, however Industrious or In- 
telligent, to accumulate enough at the 
ago of 05 for him to live iiiion. He 
doubted if the laborer was so fortunate 
as the people imagine, wlio boasted of 
our prosperity in t:aiiada. Wages were 
higher, he admitted, than they were 20 
years ago, but the cost of living had 
increased proportionately. 

Hon. G. E. Foster congratulated 
Mr. Pringle upon getting his commit- 
tee. He was not opposed to the old 
age pension principle, but foresaw 
many difficulties In Its practical admin- 
istration. 

Laurier Says He Has Open Mind 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier complimented 
Mr. Prlngle's speech as "clear, con- 
cise, yet full of infornuition; a better 
presentment could not have been offer- 
ed to tilt House." He denied that he 
had been correctly roi^orted in the mat- 
ter of his recent address to the dele- 
gates from the Trades and Labor 
council. He said then, as he would 
say now, that he had an open mind 
on this subject. ' 

He said: "All nations, all communi- 
ties, I think, recognize the principle 
of providing for those who have not 
been able to provide, for themselves. 
This principle Is acted upon In differ- 
ent communities and in different man- 
ners, but almost universally In the 
same manner In this respect that such 
help is given In a niggardly manner 
and in a manner which ■ carries with 
it some amount of contume(ly. The 
object of Mr. Pringle and those who 
favor his proposal is that this relief 
should be given to those who have 
not been able to provide for them- 
selves and that it should not be given 
as a charily. " 

After rG\-iowing Mr. ,Sn-iith's claim 
that the jienslon should go to rich and 
poor alilte, the premier said: "My own 
personal opinion would be rather that 
the law should come to the rescue of 
those who have not been ubl(>, through 
different circumstances, quite inde- 
pendently of their own efforts to ac- 
cumulate enough Cor their old age. It 
seems to me at all events that this is 
a scheme which would carry more 
weight.' 

Should Participants Contribute? 

"There Is ,a difficulty, a very seri- 
ous one, and' on^j^ that; .In my judg- 
ment, has always Impressed me very 
seriously, and It ,1s this: Should there 
be a contribution to this fund from 
the Intended participants? .As I un- 
derstand .the remarks of the member 
for Corhwall (Mr. Pringle) his opinion 
is that jth'ere should be no contribution, 
that when a man had reached a ce'.- 
taln ago, if he; had not been able to 
accumulate anything that he .should 
be entitled to a pension even though 
he had not contributed to a fund. 
That la a way of looking at It which 
certainly has much to commend it, 
but that Is a view whi^li cannot be 
free from^the objection that it might 
impair thrift, that It might be nn in- 
vcentlve to alovcnlineas and want of

At the present stage 
in Canada's history, it was doubtful 
whether there was any urgent need 
for such a scheme in Canada at pres- 
ent.

Without committing himself to 
any scheme, without fuller investiga- 
tion, Mr. liefurgey • expressed himself 
in favor of a contributory system as 
being the inost conductive to thrift. 
Involves Vast Expenditure 

Hon. Mr. l<'ielding agreed that this 
was a matter worthy of Immediate at- 
tention. He, however, pointed out 
that there are 275,000 people in Can- 
ada o.'j years of age and upwards. 
He considered that three dollars a 
week was the minimum pen.'slon;

SHOOTS PflLICEHAW 

Vancouver Officer Wounded 

While Arresting Thievish 
■ ' Chinaman 



Vancouver, Feb. 12.— Pojico OlTicer 
Malcolm A. MtiLeod waa allot down by 
a Chinese chicken thleC at 5:30 o'clock 
this inornlng, unil i.s now lying In the 
general ho.«pltaI in a .serious 
state. The man who did the shootins 
escaped with a handcuff dangling from 
one of hlK wristw. 

. . The shooting occurred wlien the po- 
licei were making a search ^of Clilna- 
tpvvn tor chicken thieves ,whb liave 
been operating In the central' districts 
of the, city -and who had tba^h traced 
;„to.^ that quarter; The. seju-chlngr' par ty 
z Cftnsistea of twenty,' rneii, ahd was in 
charge, of Detective Mulhern. 

Every house was searched from cel- 
lar to garret, and In some instances 
the officers met with resistance, but 
It wa.s promptly overcome. Tlie Chl- 
iieso in some instances keep their 
chickens on the roof of the house, so 
that the worlc of the oCficer.s was not 
without ditficiiUj-. 

About 5 o'clock two men wore seen 
to come out of a house caiTyin.cr bags. 
They wore closely wiitched as tiioy 
made their way towards Homer street, 
the district where many chicken coops 
ha\'e been robbed of late. Officer Mc- 
fjcod was amongst the officers who 
wore detailed to look after thorii. He 
•; ,,\^a^ '.lyiilKlng.along the C P. E. tracks 
S.'.tipljKeMSftas and Pend(?r streets 
' . half " ah' hour later, when he saw the 
men returning with the bags filled. 

Lying In wait ■'behind some lumber

ness*-'- The otiief was', cApture'd, and 
the officer fixed "the "handcuff on his 
left wrist .leaving the other end of it 
loosa so as to lead his man to 'the sta- 
llion, r 

r . '"Without a moment's •waijMjfagr,. the 
' cliicken thief -with his free band took. 

a revolver trom his pocket and shot 
■ the officei;. The bullet enioroa ..Aic.-. 
Leod's chin and went on down into ills 
right shoulder, where it lodged. It 
was afterwards removed at the- hos- 
pital. ''-V^Sr.. 

The Cliinamah escaped, ' rurihirig 
along the tracks to IJupont streeti' 
where he turned east. In the mean- 
time the other police officers weris 
pro.sdcuting their search ignorant of. 
the fate of one of their number. The 
wounded officer, tliougli weakening 
from the lo-.ss of blood, draggecl hlmself 
as far as Knowlto'n's drug .^tore, at 
the corner of Hastings and Carroll 
.streets, but there he collapsed. The 
l^oilce station was notified and McLeod- 
was sent to the hospital. 

luunediately the soarcliing party was 
reinforced and strciiuou.3 efforts put 
forth to locate the man who did the 
shooting. With the, handcuff dangling 
from his Vv-rist it would be a difficult 
matter for him to evade tlie officers. 
The ciift could not ))0 unlocked, and 
it would take some time to file it off. 
.The houses that had already been 
,.r,senrclied were seafched a^ain, biit 
;:Jiwithout success. 

All morning long a detachment of 
police were detailed In the .search. 
They were assisted by the detectives 
and the entire district is being scoured. 

One Chinaman Is under arrest at the 
station, ha\^iiig been taken under sus- 
picious circumstances. He gives the 
name of Ging Sing, and is well known 
to the police. Ho has been under ar- 
- rest on previous occasioha. 

He was foujid in bed with all his 
^iiclothes on; wfiah ' Peteoliye" .* JaCltson 
ilwehf into his 'rbotn. Springing from 
•^bed he ran out of the room and Jump- 
v'ed over the bannister, sliding to the 
: floor below by moans of a rope which 
was lianging there, The detective fol- 
lowed him, and was getting Ills gun 
"ut to .shoot wlien tiie (;)riental ran 
Into Officer Fo.x, who was just coming 
into tlio house at the time.

The Canadian News, a Japanese 
newspaper published in.. Vancouver, 
yesterday published the following, 
under the heading, ;"Rec'en,t False..R6- 
ports of the Arming of';-Japa4«^e'*'ln 
Vancouver." ' - 

"We greatly regret that some time 
ago it was given out by city officials 
that the Japanese of Vancouver had 
organized a strong force, heavily 
armed, for the purpose of self-protec- 
tion. This is utterly without founda- 
tion in fact. Not only have wo no 
organr/.ation for self-defence, and no 
special weapons of war, but there has 
boon no change of public oiilnlon in 
the Jananese community from that 
which existed prior to the Anti-Ja))- 
aiiese riot. Not a particle of liostilo 
feeling towanls the whites has arisen. 
On the contrary, we. have come to 
realiiie more and more the iinport;i.nco 
of mutual harmony and good feeling, 
and of co-operating, as loyal citizens 
of Vancouver, with the city govern- 
ment. AVe recognize this as above 
all things most conducive to ou.r 
happuu^s.'! and sincerity. We are pre- 
pared to do everything in our power 
to maintain towards the government 
and people of Vancouver the sumo 
pood feeling and loyalty which we 
have held hitherto. We cherish no 
grievances. We have no plots. We 
earnestly desire to exalt the Spirit 
of mutual good will. 

"Being thus conscious that we are 
actuated by the principles of truth 
and Justice, the groundless and in- 
jurious report that ■\ye had prgc^plsspd, 
and armed durselVe's' for WMllke'.piiri 
poses, and that oUr hoiises' were to' he 
Officially searched for 'weapons was 
Intolerably painful. . But . ht^ppiiy, no 
such action was talcep., . And when 
we!' saw; the justice of ,i^'e local gov- 
ernment; in dealing vvith*^,the''^matter, 
olji' coniidentie iri. tWe; 'aitimirilstratlon 
was greatly iiicreasea. v "WJe have per- 
fect conHderibe in the , city -govern- 
ment aiid weK'gladly yield- it* Pur obe- 
dience. The tttlk about searching our 
homes was mere rumor, but ' for a 
time It gave; Us 'much uneasiness.

Vancouver, Feb. 12. — When Rev. Dr. 
Robson relates hla experiences of the 
early days in British Columbia, the 
audience Is assured of a very delight- 
ful evening's entertainment. Last 
night tho man wlio was the first 
Methodist missionary to set foot on 
Vancouver island, forty-nine years 
ago, .spoke at tho North Vancouver 
Methodist church, and out of his vast 
■.Htoro of reminiscences related 
Interested hearers many anecdotes of 
the days when tho Fraaer valley was 
crowded with minors washing gold. 

There was nothing in the nature of 
a lecture about Dr. Robson's address, 
but it was a simple tale of tho early 
days. There is the stamp of tho pio 
neer on the sturdy figure of the voter 
an missionary, and it was easy to se 
that he revelled In Ills self-Imposed 
task. "With a >vonderful. touch of hu 
nior he 'spoke of tlie lighter side of 
pioneer days, but there was one dra- 
matic and tragic incident — tho story 
of Donald McLean. 

"Forty-nlno years ago yesterday," 
said Dr. Rob.son, ''I Stood on tho deck 
"of tlje steamer Pacific and heard tlic 
caniy^n fired that notified Victoria that 
our ship was off . Deadmaii's Point. 
Presently a skiff ,. put out from tho 
shore and we VfOi^ ■welcomed to the 
colony of Vancou^yer island by J. T', 
Bidwell, who rowed our party ashore, 
I was sitting iii the bow of .the boat 
and sprang ashore to help the others 
out, and that's ho.w, it happened that I 
was the. first missionary to land, Rev. 
Mr. Browning being about a boat s 
length behind me. ' We landed close lo 
Deadman's Point, ana.^V'l*'**'!'*'^ often 
struck me that BrHiislii^ CbliiViilbla has 
too many of the^e gruesome names. 
There was a Murderer's Bar on tho 
li'rasor river, and I can say what many 
of you cannot-^I hare been on both 
sides of Hell's Gate and come out tinr' 
scratched." ■ ' . 

Men of Courage. 
Dr. {Robson spoke of the courteous 
treatmeh't accorded the Methodists by 
Governor Douglas, and paid a very 
high tribute to that commanding lig- 
ure in British Columbia's history. 

"The Hudson's Bay ofHcers wore all 
men of indomitable courage," ho said, 
"and Douglas was every inch a man. 
Of splendid physique and with mag- 
nlfict;nt ■shoulders, he looked a truly 
regal ligure when dressed in the uni- 
form which his position a.-; governor 
of tho two colonies of Vancouver isl- 
and and British Columbia callod for. 
Ho had ll^ved almost all his life among 
the Indians and well knew how they 
were Impresscl by a little show. I 
remember once when he went up the 
Frase^: on... the . old. Beaver to visit 
an Indian camp, ho was taken asixore 
in state in a srriall boat and carried 
to the scene of the conference on the 
shoulders of his men." 

An Heroic Figure. 
"James Douglas did iiot wear any 
ordinary gbld-laced hat," went on 
Dr. Robson, with a twinkle in his 
eye, "but wore a tile hat of peculiar 
construction, and there is no doubt 
the Indians thought !,hat all the power, 
wLidom and Itnowledge of the gover- 
nor was in that liat. One triljo man- 
aged to obtain a cast-off tile and be- 
came so proud that they almost 
caused a ■war. He- was a wise man 
and I was a fool, for, I signed a peti- 
.tion to ha.ye him ren^oved on the 
groUria tbait ho could not govern both 
colonies. , Lllce , many chechakos. I 
thought I Iai?w It all, but I lived to 
see the day'v'wlien I recogiilied that 
Dougla'3 kn"'6vv''tiie req'ulremehtd of tho 
country better- than any one else, and 
.his policy showed remarkable^ wisdom 
and far-sightedness. He governed 
well, ably and successfully, and was 
a man of fearless disposition. On ono 
occasion ho Was in the interior with a 
Hudson's Bay expedition and heard 
that in an Indian camp close by was 
a man wanted for murder. James 
Douglas loaded his old pistol ar.d, ac- ] 
companied . by liis Frencb-Canadiiin 
-servant, went over to the camp and 
found tho Indian. He walked right 
Into tho tent, .-ieized the man and 
brought him outside with the jnten- 
tion of e.vitcuting him on the spot. The 
Indian sliowcd light, and they both 
fell, Douglas underneath. Jits ser- 
vant rushed to his assistance, but tlie 
governor told lilm to stand clear. 
'Don't let it be .said tliat it takes two 
white men to kill an Indian,' were his 
words, and getting his right, hand free, 
ho shot ills opponent through the head. 

"On anotlier occasion the Cowlchan 
Indians were giving trouble, and a 
gunboat was despatched up the 
A parly of marines jind liUie jackets 
were landed, but the Indians .showed 
fight, and were quite prepared to re- 
sist. At this stage along came James 
Douglas from somewhere up coast. He 
found out the tvvd men wanted for 
murder. They accompanied him quiet- 
ly, and he>,han(led theiSyover to tho 
marines,! who promptly hiing them ovey 
a tree, arid the Indians did not move, 
for such was the awo In v;hich they 
hjeia the governor. Yes, hq was a 
truly mnrvellou.s man." 

Story of Donald McLoan 
Then Dr. Rohson's reminiscences 
took a tragic turn. "There was an- 
other great Indian fighter at tliat ttnie, 
also a Hudson's T3:iy offli'l.il," he said. 
"Thl.? was Donald McLean, of K.am- 
loop.-^. He was n great big fellow with 
a long beard and could speak J-'roncli, 
German and many Indian dialects, for 
ho was married to an Indian woman. I 
baptized one of his chihlren at Fort 
Hope, and I never saw him 



from tho'ic ropes hung one, two, three 
ot McLean's sons, and on the fuurtli 
bis nephew, all execu'ted for outlawry. 
Oh, what a pity for; a family to drift 
to such ruin!" 

A Victoria Incident 

Dr. Robson related , his famous ex- 
perlenco with the burglar wlio at- 
tempted to rob the treasury dopart- 
mont ai Victoria. This man broke Into 
tho house Dr. Robson wa.s staying at 
to ol)taln„the key of the safe, which 
wasi keptccby,'. TreAsury Clerk Goo4;Ler, 
who also stayed there. By mistake tho 
burglar wanderod-i'lnto « a„: room occu- 
pied by. a lady, and^-foeUng ground in 
the dark ^hia fingers closed on tho 
lady's nose. Tho ensuing row woke up 
the house, and Mr. BIdwell rushed out 
bumping Into the burglar and grap- 
pled with nlm. The doaijorado fired a 
shot and this aroused Dr. Robson, who 
gropod his way out of his room and 
wandered into tlie scrap. John Bid- 
well was the next to arrive on tho 
scene and caught the burglar by the 
hair and then' Jim Dougherty and John 
Cooper arrived on the scene. Tho 
fighters fell into Mr.s. BldwoU's bed- 
room and at last a light was obtained. 

"When I write my book on British 
Columbia," said the doctor, "I am go- 
ing to have that scone pictured as a 
frontispiece if ,1 cuni.flnd , an , artist 
clever enough. There were seven , la- 
dles all in night- attire 'standing on tlie 
bed screaming. John Cooper had on a, 
broadcloth coat and . nothi.ng . else", 
while Dougherty had donned. hUtti'ous- 
ers and wrapped a blanket around 
himself. The .burglar was oh his hands 
and knees and John Bidwell' still had 
his flnger.s. entwined In the man's hair, 
but tho eldei- Bidwell was choking tho 
life out of hl.^ son John, and I was 
monarch of all I surveyed,' seated on 
tho burglar's back witli the captured 
revolver, and telling him that If he 
moved I would shoot. We seciu-ed the 
man and handed him over to the po- 
lice, and then I became aware of my 
own condition.

English importers Surprised at Failure 
Of Boasfed 'Qovernment 
Inspection 



IVIontreal, Feb. 11. — A siieclal Lon- 
don cable sa,y.5: Hon. S. Fisher's de- 
claration that the l<iw preventing 
fraudulent marking of- apples 'will-i be 
mare strictly enforced tends" tb ■Some- 
what among the widespread dlssfflt-

trade says, that tlie practices of many 
Canadian exporters this season have 
shaken oonlidonce in Canadian barrel 
branding.

Trade 
Jounials ask: Why, tlien, has there 
been all this fuss at Ottawa about 
an inspection which was described as 
a complete safeguard against fraud 
of all kinds'? 



UNIOi\l iVlEI\l SEI\ITENCED 

Officers of Typographical Union in New 
York Held to Have Disobeyed 
Injunction 



New York, Feb. 11. — Patrick H. SIc- 
Cormlck. president of the local lirancli 
of the Typo,!<rapliical union, known as 
"Tlie BiR .Six," and GeorKO A. Jackson 
and Vincent J. Co.stello, union organ- 
izei-s, were today fined $250 each luul 
sentenced to 20 days' impri.'ionmoiit for 
dlsobeving an injunction oljtalned by tlie 
Typotlieta.e of New Voi'lj in lilOC. Tlios. 
Bennett and Thos. Anderson were fined 
$200 on the same cluirge in the supreme 
court. 

This Is the first'time a heavy sentence 
for violation of an Injunction has been 
Imposed In those courts against a labor 
organization. Tlie troubles grew out of 
the strike in lOOG of Typograplilcal 
Uidon No. 6, comnionly called "Tiie Big 
.Six" for a closed shop and S-hour day. 
Soon after the strike the officers of the 
Typotlietae of the city of New York, 
the employers" association against whom 
It was declared, complained that the 
striicers were practicing intimidation 
against their employees. 

On these representations Justice 
Blanchard- gbanted an Injunction re- 
straining the officers and members of 
the union from continuing the practices 
charged. In April, 190(>. a reiiresenta- 
tlve of the employers' association asked 
in court that the members of tlie union 
be punished for contempt because the 
acts of violence and oppression had con- 
tinued. By order. of'- ilnstlee Bischoff, a 
referee took testimony on the charges. 
It was uiion his report and recommenda- 
tion that the scnfterides Of todaVd cases 
were inflicted.

stamps affixed. 

Commencing 5th February, IflOS, 
however, copies of legitimate dally 
newspapers published in either coun- 
try, and addressed to bona tide sub- 
scribers In the other, may be mailed 
by the publisher, in the postolHce at 
the place whore they are publislied, 
upon prep.'iyment of postage in cash 
at the rELta of one cent per pound, or 
fraction thereof.

Four were 
taken to the lock-up on Saturday night, 
and three others were "jjuUed" as wit- 
nesses this morning. Kverybody loaded 
up with "red-eye" on Saturday and no- 
body cared whether Sunday came or not.
